Friends, Family Demand 
Answers in Tony Ray Killing

It was more than eight months 
ago, last March 24, when 26-year- 
old Tony Ray was murdered in 
broad daylight on Polk Street. 
Fifteen reported eyewitnesses 
watched as the young gay man was 
shot in the heart and his assailant 


dashed down the street. But even 
with so much time and so much to 
go on, police have made no arrests, 
and no composite drawing of the 
killer has ever been made public. 

Ray’s former lover spoke with the Bay 
Area Reporter Tuesday, December 6, about 
the need for increased attention to the

U.S. Solicitor General 
Drew Days announced 
earlier this week he would 
not file a brief opposing a 
challenge to the voter- 
approved city ordinance, 
despite contrary recom¬ 
mendations by top Justice 
Department lawyers. 

The referendum, 
known as Issue 3, voided 
local ordinances banning 
discrimination protection 
based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion. 

The voter-approved law 
was overturned in August 
by Cincinnati U.S. District 
Judge Arthur Spiegel, who 
ruled even a majority of 
voters cannot deny protec¬ 
tions guaranteed by the 
U.S. Constitution. That 
ruling is being appealed by 
the city and by Colorado 
for Family Values, an out- 
of-state group that cam¬ 
paigned for the ordinance. 

The 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals is 
expected to issue its deci¬ 
sion early next year.

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Better Loving Through Chemistry 

New Condoms: Tougher, With 
More Sensation, and Crisco-Compatible

SAN FRANCISCO 
(UPI) - The same chemical 
that puts a clear sheen on 
an old wood floor may now 
be called upon during the 
most intimate of moments - 
in the form of a polyure¬ 
thane condom for men, the 
condom’s manufacturers 
said Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 30. 

The polyurethane condoms, 
called Avanti, mark the first real 
change in condom technology 
since the 1930s, and researchers 
said it may help overcome one of 
the greatest obstacles to regular 
condom use: the loss of pleasure or 


sensation. 

And this, they reason, may 
encourage more people to have 
safer sex. 

“Because our polyurethane 
material is twice as strong as latex, 
we are able to make Avanti con¬ 
doms thinner than any latex con¬ 
dom currently on the market,” said 
Bill Potter, director of scientific 
affairs at London International 
Group, pic, the British company 
that developed the condom. 

“The thinness of Avanti 
improves sensation and can 
heighten pleasure during sexual 
intercourse,” Potter said. 

Female condoms, such as the 
Reality, are made of a similar 
material. The polyurethane used to

Castro Bar Reaches Out 
Helping Hand to Rohana

The Edge, a popular Castro district drinking 
establishment, will hold a fundraiser for Victor 
Rohana, the 24-year-old gay man who was shot on 
October 28 while walking down Waller Street 
holding hands with a friend. 

The beer and soda fundraiser and auction will 
be held on Wednesday, December 21 from 8 p.m. 
to midnight, according to Edge spokesman Eric 
Weinmann. 

“All funds raised from the beer and soda bust 
ticket sales will go directly to Victor Rohana, 
helping him pay the additional expenses of med¬ 
ical treatment and recuperation,” he told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Rohana suffered a collapsed lung and a shat¬ 
tered spleen, and was hospitalized for more than a 
week in critical condition, because of the attack. 
After undergoing two major surgeries, including 
the removal of his spleen, Rohana was released 
last month from Davies Medical Center. 

A $20,000 reward has been offered by Mayor 
Frank Jordan and District Attorney Arlo Smith for 
information that leads to the arrest and conviction 
of Rohana’s assailants. 

The incident began when Rohana and a friend 
were walking to their car after dinner, and were 
accosted and taunted by two males in a white 
Suzuki Samurai. 


After ridiculing Rohana and his friend for hold¬ 
ing hands on Market Street, the assailants drove 
up Waller Street and blocked Rohana’s path by 
pinning him between the car and the side of a 
building. 

The passenger of the Suzuki then pulled out 
what police believe is a 9 mm handgun and shot 
him once in the chest. 

Police have obtained Department of Motor 
Vehicles records of Suzuki Samurai vehicles in 
three Bay Area counties and are continuing their 
investigation. 

The reward for the assailants who tried to kill 
Rohana may be increased beyond $20,000, the 
Bay Area Reporter has learned. 

“The man who shot Victor Rohana told some¬ 
one that he committed the crime,” said 
Community United Against Violence executive 
director Lester Olmstead-Rose. “We want the peo¬ 
ple who know who committed the crime to know 
that there is an easy $20,000 for information that 
leads to the arrest and conviction of the people 
responsible,” he said. 

Tickets to the December 21 beer and soda bust 
cost $6. The Edge is located at 4149 18th Street, at 
the comer of Collingwood. V

East Bay AIDS Initiative Takes Shape

By this time next year, a new 
apartment complex specifically 
constructed with AIDS patients 
in mind will open in Oakland, 
one of four such buildings 
planned by The Resources for 
Community Development in 
Berkeley. 

Liz Shiller, director of the 
non-profit AIDS organization, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
housing is still the single largest 
problem identified in many sur¬ 
veys by Alameda County 
patients and service providers. 

One reason why the majority 
of PWAs find themselves in 
inadequate living conditions, 
she said, is that many have to 
move as the disease progresses 
because “their housing does not 
meet their changing needs.” 
Another is that rent money fre¬ 
quently gets tight due to soaring 
doctor bills and their inability to 
work. That’s when the lack of 
services in the system becomes 
especially pronounced, she 
said: Section 8 housing funds 
take a long time to get 
approved, and Social Security 
payments are approved only 
after a lengthy appeals process. 
“In the meantime,” she said, 
“you may end up on the street.” 

The money for the new units 
has been made available 
through affordable housing and 
AIDS funds, despite competi¬ 
tion from a plethora of AIDS 
agencies and programs, Shiller 
said. 

The available funding hasn’t 
translated into easing housing 
problems faced by AIDS 
patients on this side of the Bay, 
Shiller said. “We’re kind of 
behind San Francisco. In every 
survey that’s been done of 
either people who are sick or 
service providers, they all say 
the greatest need is affordable 
housing. There isn’t enough of 
it. Market rate housing just 
doesn’t cut it.”

The four new dwellings, part 
of The Resources for 
Community Development’s 
East Bay AIDS Initiative, will 
go up in residential sections of 
Berkeley, Oakland, Emeryville, 
and the Cherryland area in 
southern Alameda County, 
Shiller said. The Oakland facil¬ 
ity, to be located on Vernon 
Street, will be made possible 
through city of Oakland devel¬ 
opment funds and HUD funds 
set aside for housing for the dis¬ 
abled. In Emeryville, they will 
be looking at city redevelop¬ 
ment funds. 

Construction on the Oakland 
units is set to begin in January. 


“The idea is to build some¬ 
thing that is fully accessible,” she 
said, “so that when folks are ill, 
whatever their special needs are 
during the course of their illness, 
they will be able to stay in their 
housing as long as they can.” 

All four buildings will be 
fully wheelchair accessible, of 
course, and agreements with 
service providers will be estab¬ 
lished for all tenants. “When 
people move in, they don’t have 
to go on a big hunt if they need 
van service or if they need gro¬ 
ceries delivered or if they need 
to get hooked up with a social 
worker,” Shiller told the B.A.R. 
“It’s just one phone call.” ▼

UCSF Puts the Gene in Ingenious

A University of California 
San Francisco genetic engineer¬ 
ing feat is raising hopes for bet¬ 
ter targeting of gene therapy for 
such disorders as cancer, AIDS, 
and other diseases. 

Gene therapy has the poten¬ 
tial to become more precisely 
targeted to parts of the body 
affected by these illnesses with 
a new technique developed by 
the researchers at UCSF, 
according to detailed informa¬ 
tion provided to the B.A.R. by 
Jeffrey Norris of the UCSF 
news department. 

“In principal, the approach 
we developed should be broad¬ 
ly applicable, allowing produc¬ 
tion of a wide range of viruses 
to deliver genes to specific tis¬ 
sues or organs for the treatment 
of genetic diseases and cancer,” 
said Yuel Wai Kan, M.D., pro¬ 
fessor of laboratory medicine 
and a Howard Hughes Medical 
Institute Investigator at UCSF. 

Kan, graduate student 
Norijuki Kasahara, and techni¬ 
cian Andree Dozy report the 
work in the November 25 issue 
of the journal Science. 

Although scores of experi¬ 
mental human gene therapy tri¬ 
als are underway nationwide for 
a variety of life-threatening dis¬ 
orders, the research community 
agrees that getting adequate 
amounts of active, disease¬ 
fighting genes into appropriate 
body tissues remains a major 
challenge in designing effective 
treatment strategies. 

To create a potentially more 
effective delivery system for 

getting corrective genes to their 

cellular destinations, the UCSF 
researchers used genetic engi¬ 
neering techniques to modify a 
retrovirus, a kind of virus com¬ 
monly used in gene therapy as a 
gene-delivery vehicle. 

The researchers succeeded 
in changing the infectivity of 
the retrovirus, so that it could 
get into certain human cell 
types, but not others. 
Theoretically, the new tech¬ 
nique will make it possible to 
target specific tissues for gene 
therapy with intravenous injec¬ 
tion of the modified retrovirus¬ 
es. 

Retroviruses, with varying 
degrees of efficiency, can be 
engineered to carry corrective 
genes into dividing cells. Once 
inside these cells, the genes are 
often stably incorporated into 
the cell’s own DNA, where they 
are “turned on” to produce a 
therapeutic protein. 

However, the retroviruses do 
not target specific tissues. To 
get these gene-delivery vehicles 
into the cells that need them, 
clinical researchers typically 
remove the cells - bone marrow 
or cancer cells, for instance - 
and then treat them with the 
viruses and return them to the 
body. Alternatively, virus parti¬ 
cles may be injected directly 
into the target: a tumor, for 
example. 

Norris reported that UCSF 
researchers demonstrated that 
not only corrective genes for 
gene therapy can be inserted 
into a virus, but also genes that 
target the virus to specific tis¬ 
sues. 

To build a better delivery 
virus, the researchers inserted a 
human gene into a viral gene 
that encodes the viral envelope 
protein in a mouse-specific 
strain, the MoMLV virus.

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Gays Take to the Streets 
Against Prop. 187 Saturday

More than 40 community, labor, and political 
groups opposed to Proposition 187 will hold a 
demonstration on Saturday, December 10 to 
protest the implementation of the new state law 
that denies public services and benefits to illegal 
immigrants. 

The demonstration by the Immigrant Rights 
Movement begins at 11 a.m. on 24th and Mission 
Street, and will be followed by a rally at City Hall. 

Lesbian and gay speakers at the event will 
include immigrant rights activist Jorge Cortines 
and author and activist Cheri Moraga. 

The demonstration will coincide with protests 
held in Los Angeles, Chicago, Philadelphia, and 
Mexico City, said Carlos Petroni, a spokesman for 
the group. 

According to Petroni, the organizers see their 
efforts as a complement to legal and other chal¬ 
lenges to enforcement of the order - which has 
been stayed pending a ruling on the measure’s 
constitutionality. 

Mayor Frank Jordan announced last week that 
he would delay implementing the statewide mea¬ 
sure in San Francisco until such questions have 
been resolved. 

While Jordan and other city officials have 
vowed to protect vital health services for all local 
residents, Cortines told the Bay Area Reporter that 
he was particularly concerned about “overzealous 
and pro-INS police officers” disregarding Jordan’s 
directives. 

Cortines told the Bay Area Reporter that the mea¬ 


sure has a major impact on the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity - not just among undocumented residents, but 
also for those who are lovers of illegal immigrants. 

“There are legions of those queens in the 
Castro,” Cortines said. “We get two calls a day 
from people saying that their lover is from coun¬ 
try X, who is living here now and asking if there 
is any way to adjust their status.” 

If the couple were heterosexual, the immigrant 
partner could marry the citizen and receive legal 
residency status, said Cortines, the program direc¬ 
tor of the International Lesbian and Gay Human 
Rights Commission. 

Organizers of the protest say that they want 
government officials to know how difficult it will 
be to enforce the measure. 

“We think it’s time for the community to 
express its outrage and to send a message to gov¬ 
ernment that any attempt to implement this law 
will be met with resistance,” said Berta 
Hernandez, director of Casa De Los Jovenes, a 
youth services agency in the Mission District. 

Local political leaders are as opposed to the 
measure as residents, said Supervisor Carole 
Migden. 

“The measure lost overwhelmingly in San 
Francisco. There are serious questions about its 
legality and it’s going to tied up in court for 
years,” Migden told the B.A.R. 

The demonstration is endorsed by the Coalition 
for Immigrant and Refugee Rights and Services, 
the Latin American Teachers Association, La Raza 
Central Legal, the Violence Prevention Coalition, 
and other groups. T 


Dunning Seems Stunned by Decision in Her Favor 

Navy Board Allows Dyke To Stay

TREASURE ISLAND - A Navy disciplinary 
panel has ruled that Lieutenant Zoe Dunning’s 
record was more important than her sexual orien¬ 
tation, and unanimously recommended Thursday, 
December 1 that she be allowed to remain in the 
service even though she has publicly revealed she 
was a lesbian. 

Before issuing its decision, the three-member 
panel heard three days of testimony in the case of 
Lt. Dunning, who as a speaker at a rally pro¬ 
claimed she was a lesbian before the Clinton 
administration’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy 
regarding homosexuals in the military went into 
effect. 

The panel’s recommendation now will be taken 
into consideration by the secretary of the Navy, 
who will make the ultimate decision on Dunning’s 
fate. 

For her part, Dunning seemed stunned by the 
decision. She had prepared herself for the worst. 

“We know of no one who has won one of these 
hearings before,” said Dunning, choking back 
tears. “All I wanted was to maintain my career. ... 
The decision has proven that you can make a state¬ 
ment that you are gay and stay in service.” 

If Dunning had lost, she promised at the onset 
of the hearing that she would take her case to fed¬ 
eral court. 


Dunning was ordered discharged last year, but 
won the right to a second hearing because of the 
Clinton policy. While fighting her discharge, 
Dunning was transferred from the Alameda Naval 
Air Station to the Naval Air Depot, Alameda, 
where she was ordered to 
work as a reserve officer 
one weekend a month. 

During the hearing, 
Dunning’s record and the 
comments of her co-work¬ 
ers were entered into evi¬ 
dence. She recently 
received a promotion, and 
the co-workers said she 
was a model officer. 

However, Navy prosecu¬ 
tor Lieutenant Dean 
Leech told the panel none 
of that mattered. In his 

_ closing statement, he said 

Dunning’s declaration 
meant she was willing to participate in a lifestyle 

banned by the military code. 

Dunning’s attorney Greg Bonfilio told the panel 
in his closing arguments Thursday that his client’s 
statements were protected speech under the U.S. 
Constitution. He added that it would “be wrong to 
assume” Dunning would practice a banned lifestyle 
just because she declared herself a lesbian. ▼

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How Late Should 
The Nightshift Work? 

Comments Welcomed 
At Today’s Hearing

The owner of the Nightshift, a popular Castro 
Street bar, has applied for a cabaret permit that 
would allow the premises to stay open, provide 
entertainment, and serve non-alcoholic beverages 
from 2 a.m. - 6 a.m. 

The permit hearing, where the public may 
comment on the idea, is scheduled for 1:30 
p.m. Thursday, December 8, in City Hall Room 
282. 

“We have a lot of support from merchants and 
other residents,” Nightshift owner Larry Odhner 
told the Bay Area Reporter. He acknowledged 
that there is some neighborhood opposition to the 
proposal, but said he has a petition of more than 
2,000 signatures supporting a cabaret permit for 
the location. 

He told the Bay Area Reporter that the 
cabaret license would allow the bar to stay 


open and provide a place for tourists and others 
to socialize in Castro, and that that is a good 
thing. 

“Right now, they just have Rolling Pin Donuts 
and Orphan Andy’s Restaurant. That’s great, but 
they aren’t cruising locations. Not everybody 
finds someone to go home with by two o’clock,” 
Odhner said. 

Gay tourists who come to the Castro and want 
to stay out late don’t really have a place to do that 
now, and “have to take two long cab rides, spend 
ten dollars each way, and then pay $15” to enter 
South of Market after-hours clubs, according to 
Odhner. 

“That’s a lot of money,” he said. 

Odhner also said that a late night spot in the 
Castro would take a lot of the “overflow” of gay 
men cruising, and would also give people a place 
to sober up before getting in their cars and dri¬ 
ving home from the area. 

State law requires that bars remain closed 
between the hours of 2 a.m. and 6 a.m. 

Odhner has owned the license for the site for 
four years. Until earlier this year, it was known as 
Headquarters and was popular with the 
leather/uniform crowd. ▼

couple of our readers have taken us 
to task for rashly using the term 
“breeder” to refer to the roving gangs 
of troublemakers who visit the Cas- 
tro on Halloween. It was quite cor¬ 
rectly pointed out to us that hetero¬ 
phobia is ugly, too, and never helpful. 

We apologize unreservedly if we 
added in any way to the intolerance 
faced by straight people. And al¬ 
though it may sound as though we’re 
joking, it’s true, and in fact we’re glad 
the subject was raised. It is obvious 
that heterophobia is among the factors 
that make the subject of Halloween 
still timely, here in December - we’ve 
been deluged with mail on the subject 
for weeks, most of it expressing an 
unease or loathing of heterosexuals - 
so it clearly needs to be discussed. 

The whole world is, unfortunately, liv¬ 
ing through a period of far more faction- 
alization than unification. America 
haven’t yet gotten to the point where its 
citizens are shelling each other’s strong¬ 


holds, as is the case in Bosnia and else¬ 
where, but we are not immune to the 
same forces that have created that con¬ 
flict There is a real breakdown in com¬ 
munication and a build-up of distrust - 
two developments that must be corrected. 

It is probably up to those who face 
most of the hostility to do the lion’s 
share of extending open hands of rec¬ 
onciliation. We admit calling people 
“breeders” does not do that, and we will 
eschew the word - and the sentiment 
behind it - in these pages from now on. 

On the subject of phobias, there is 
also the matter of “Republiphobia,” 
another thing we have to control, like 
it or not. With so many GOPs now in 
positions of power we would have to 
be crazy to turn our backs to that 
party. They may - okay, they proba¬ 
bly will - do enough back-turning on 
their own, so we have to be ever-vig- 
ilant for ways to make inroads. 

The current GOP congressional 


control will not last forever - we won¬ 
der if it will even last two years, or 
whether the country’s citizens are 
going to storm the halls of Congress to 
throw out the scoundrels backing 
prayer in the workplace and a tax cut 
that would provide one percent of the 
population with 60 percent of the tax 
benefit - but in the meantime, it is lit¬ 
erally a matter of life and death that we 
do not paint ourselves into a comer. 

(For those who don’t share our 
optimism, the fact is that Ronald 
Reagan’s job approval rating at this 
time in his first term was lower than 
Clinton’s is now. It is not impossible 
for the Democrats to bounce back.) 
That said, it is still vital to look both 
directions in this two-party system. 

What we mean to say is that by 
making allies and friends without 
resorting to bigotry, and by honestly 
communicating, perhaps we can - par¬ 
don the word - breed some harmony. 

And wouldn’t that be nice? ▼

Gay People We Have Despised

f any group has ever pushed the concept of strength 
through diversity too far for the gay community, it would 
be the brief surfacing of gay nazis 18 years ago. Yes, gay 
nazis. 

Around this time in 1976, gay newspaper publisher 
Donald Cameron Scot accepted an obviously controver¬ 
sial ad from the Bay Area National Socialist League for 
the January 1977 issue of A Different Beat , which drew 
immediate response from Jewish gays in San Francisco, 
according to letters kept at the San Francisco Gay and 
Lesbian Historical Society. David C. Goldman wrote in a 
letter to the editor, “It is an insult to all Jews and gays that 
you chose to run their ad. There is no law or moral imper¬ 
ative forcing you to accept their ads. ... 

“Moreover, to be gay and a Nazi is a contradiction. It is 
like being a Jewish Nazi. If Nazis had their way, gays and 
Jews would be mass-murdered. I call upon your sense of 
humanity, your sense of self-preservation as a gay person, 
and your belief in the fact that gay is good and urge you to 
discontinue running their ads.” 

In response, a man whose identity was shrouded with 
the pseudonym “Al” - presumably the gay nazis’ leader - 
wrote back to Goldman. He tried a “what’s done is done” 


patter, adding that the new gay nazis would use a more 
“modem” method of dealing with their prejudices. What¬ 
ever that means. But the last sentence, printed in bold cap¬ 
ital letters, showed the trademark spite: “Why do Jews 
develop enemies wherever they go?" 

According to the seriously deluded gay nazis of that 
time, ‘The White sexual noncomformist has a vital role to 
play, along with the majority of our race, in the world 
struggle for the survival of what can still be salvaged of 
civilization. When that struggle finally bursts into the open, 
finally succeeds, we of the N.S.L. will be able to claim a 
place for sexual freedom in the revitalized society.” 

Blech! 

Birthdays 

Author Willa Cather, bom on December 7,1873, was 
so careful to shield her sexuality that she put in her will 
that only her “friend” Edith Lewis could write her official 
biography; a guarantee (she thought) that any tome of her 
life would delete her lesbian couplings. Cather took other 
measures before her death, such as burning all love letters 
that passed between herself and Isabelle McClung, who is 
believed to have been her lover from 1901 and 1915. Sorry, 
Willa, wherever you are: the cat got out of the bag. ▼

More on Chi Rung 

A recent article in your newspaper telling about 
our Chi Kung [Qigong] Class, “Chi Kung for 
Health,” 50 Oak Street (at Van Ness and Market) 
was very informative. However, your reporter’s 
quote from Wong Kiew Kit’s book. The Art of Chi 
Kung, left out pertinent information. Here is the 
full quote. 

“Research carried out in China recently 
using Western Scientific apparatus has verified 
this. For example, a series of experiments car¬ 
ried out at Tientsin Chinese Medical Research 
Center on sixtyeight patients showed that the 
proportion of white blood cells, which are 
responsible for the body’s self-defence, 
increased from an average of 57.7 percent to 
78.1 percent after practicing Chi Kung for 
three months. Experiments carried out at 
Jiangsu Chinese Medical Research Center 
showed that the amount of the antibody IgA. 
which is important for humoral immunity 
increased from 767.5 mg percent to 1193.4 mg 
percent after three months of Chi Kung prac¬ 
tice. The proportion of T-cells, which are 
important for cell-medicated immunity, was 
found to be 74.9 percent among Chi Kung 
practitioners compared to 65.6 per cent in 
other people. 

“So practicing Chi Kung greatly enhances 
our immune system. When we can successfully 
prevent outbreaks of contagious diseases we 
not only add to the quality of our lives now but 
also give ourselves the opportunity to live more 
fully our natural life span.” 

I hope you will print the full text of the above 
quote since it is extremely important to those of us 
who are HIV-positive. Thank you for your articles 
on the use of Traditional Chinese Medicine in 
fighting AIDS.

Property Rights 

On election day, my right to choose with whom

Save the Ryan White Care Act 

It is outrageous that some House Republican 
lawmakers may be considering “dismantling” the 
five-year-old Ryan White Care Act, which brings 
federal money to cities and states hardest hit by 
AIDS and originally passed with dramatic biparti¬ 
san support. 

To jettison the Act would drastically increase 
financial burdens on state and local governments 
(which they are not presently prepared to meet), 
increase the number of homeless people with HIV, 
impoverish even more people with HIV, reduce 
access to health care and other related services for 
people with AIDS and HIV, and reduce the quality 
- and length - of life for people with AIDS. 

The measure will be considered for reauthoriza¬ 
tion in 1995. Rather than “dismantling” vital fund¬ 
ing to support services for people with AIDS, law¬ 
makers in both parties must take a forceful stand in 
support of the Ryan White Care Act, to ensure all 
Americans with HIV and AIDS get the life- 
enhancing - and life-saving - care they deserve.

Reinventing Halloween 

This letter is meant to address the problem of 
Halloween in the Castro. 

It seems that the most festive of holidays is get¬ 
ting dangerously out of hand around here. Most of 
my friends stay away from what was once a party 
but has recently escalated into a nightmare. I pro¬ 
pose a solution (an idea long overdue)— move the 
party! 

I spent Halloween this year in New Orleans, 
returning to find grumbling, scapegoating and 
mass fear over what had taken place in S.F. during 
Halloween. 

First New Orleans. I was expecting the N.O. 
equivalent of the Castro: the French Quarter 
mobbed with a mix of uncostumed straights and 
creatively dressed gay men and women. What I 
found was a modest night out, few costumes, mod¬ 
erate crowds and not much going on, good or bad. 
Where was everyone? Well, in a word, they were 
having a ball! Not some tepid erotic gathering 
geared to making straight people feel a little 
naughty, a la the Erotic Ball. A real live costume - 
mandatory ball with dancing, shows, contests, etc. 
Some 10,000+ gay men and women gathered 
together to celebrate Halloween the way it should 
be. Each paid $35 as a benefit to the local AIDS 
hospice, while dancing and partying in an all-cos¬ 
tumed event. (Do the math.) I know the idea of a 
party is not news to the gay community, but a large 
venue Halloween Ball at, say, the Moscone Center 
would go a long way to saving our poor Castro 
neighborhood from the yearly mess that has dan¬ 
gerously escalated in recent years. 

The fun of a big Halloween Ball would be far 
more interesting and supportive than what went 
on here on pumpkin day. A costume - mandatory 
fundraiser would free up all that creativity, allow¬ 
ing everyone from first-time drag queens to vet¬ 
eran partiers to enjoy themselves without the 
gawking straights or fear of some teenager with 
an automatic pistol, speed-loader and extra 
rounds. Talk about a disaster waiting to happen! 
What will next year bring to the Castro, a few 
hundred deaths after a gay man pinches some 
straight butt? 

If Halloween is a celebration of fantasy, cre¬ 
ativity and fun, let’s do it right! A ball at the 
Moscone Center (or some other large venue) 
would not only raise badly needed funds, and 
provide a more supportive environment for our 
creativity and partying, but take pressure off the 
Castro. Without the stage shows, drag queens 
and real partiers, the gawkers would have little or 
no reason to mill about in street clothes looking 
to others for amusement. Once we move the 
party, there will be no reason for blocking off 
Market St. and mobilizing police and security 
forces. 

Save the Castro! Throw a party! Have a ball! 
It’s an idea long overdue: This “must attend” event 
would not only save the Castro (I hope), and bring 
tourists and locals to a coordinated event indoors, 
but also generate much-needed funds for our 
beleaguered AIDS organizations. I know it’s not a 
new idea, but I hope others will give it serious con¬ 
sideration as a way to turn an ugly, explosive 
evening into a fun night out of dancing, partying 
and costumed camaraderie that it was, should be 
and can be again.

Smoking Mad 

I am writing because I’m tired of the nazi health 
police attitudes of the rabid anti-smokers who 
pitched a bitch about Prop.

But 
be warned, if the majority rules, then all matters of 
choice and behavior will be under attack (i. e.

The things I listed are behaviors and choices, not 
rights, and could be legislated away at anytime. 

Just because you support a choice doesn’t mean 
you believe in it or even like it.

I also have to say that if I must pay heavy taxes on 
my cigarettes for the healthcare system (which was

port a healthcare system with cigarette taxes, and be 
expected to stop smoking at the same time. 

It’s unfortunate that I have to expend so much 
energy in trying to save my choices, instead of 
putting it to better use in dealing with far bigger 
problems in the world today and ones that pro¬ 
foundly affect our own community.

Safeway Censors Gays, Not Bigots 

Last month, members of the Lambda Letters 
Project sent over 700 letters to Safeway and three 
other companies asking them to boycott the prod¬ 
ucts of Ward’s Cove packing company because of 
its practice of discrimination against people of 
color. Ward’s Cove assigns Asian Pacific- 
Americans and Native Americans to menial jobs 
and manual labor, while offering management posi¬ 
tions only to white employees. The company also 
enforces a policy of strict segregation, requiring 
employees to wear different tags based on their race, 
and maintaining separate eating and housing facili¬ 
ties for white employees and minority employees. 

Safeway stores responded by saying that it has 
a strict policy not to boycott any product. However, 
as I pointed out in a November 26 letter to Steven 
A. Burd, president of the Safeway Corporation: “I 
am aware of exceptions to that strict rule.

Apparently you have decided to 
boycott this publication and to deny your cus¬ 
tomers the choice of whether or not to read it. You 
do indeed boycott products in response to cus¬ 
tomer complaints.”

Get Ready For Mayor’s Race 


ust when you’ve had 
enough politics to last 
a lifetime, the usual 
cast of characters 
(read: anyone with any name 
recognition) is lining up to wrest 
Room 200 from incumbent 
Mayor Frank Jordan in 1995. 
Ever since that Chronicle poll

on the mayor’s race showed the 
mayor in trouble when paired 
against all prospective candi¬ 
dates two months ago (prior, it 
should be noted, to Jordan’s piv¬ 
otal role in settling the newspa¬ 
per strike) the list of mayoral 
wannabes has grown exponen¬ 
tially. 

However, Jordan’s political 
stock has gone up after both the 
striking newspaper unions and 
the publishers of the two dailies 
publicly praised him for his 
“enormous assistance in bring¬ 
ing this to an end.” Even so. 
Mayor Jordan and his top 
staffers realize that his populari¬ 
ty is low, and they intend to do 
something about it. They believe 
there’s still time to turn his polit¬ 
ical fortunes around. 

That Chron poll showed the 
mayor losing to former Mayor 
Art Agnos by a 48-33 percent 
margin and by an even larger 
margin, 49-26, to state Senator 
Quentin Kopp. Supervisor 
Carole Migden bested Jordan, 
44-34 percent, though Migden’s 
political star is now somewhat 
tarnished by her failure to win 
the Board of Supes’ presidency. 
Even Supervisor Angela Alioto 
beat hizzoner by a couple per¬ 
centage points. 

That last one I simply don’t 
believe, and I’m not alone. One 
respected local political consul¬ 
tant told me last week that “if 
Frank wants to be sure of getting 
re-elected, he had better hope 
it’s Angela in the runoff.” 

Other prospective candi¬ 
dates? Well, City Attorney 
Louise Renne for one. (A local 
Democratic Party activist/wag 
commented, “Louise is like that 
‘energy bunny’ - she runs and 
runs.”) Incoming Board of 
Supes President Kevin Shelley 
is also being mentioned as a 
possibility, though those closest 
to him tell me he is really look¬ 
ing at a run for an Assembly 
seat. (The poop now has Migden 
considering the Assembly as 
well.) 

The big name that has sur¬ 
faced in political gossip circles 
lately as a candidate for mayor 


is Representative Nancy Pelosi. 
Considered a real power broker 
in Washington until last month’s 
GOP takeover, some think that 
Pelosi is beginning to wonder if 
life in the U.S. House of 
Representatives under GOP 
dominance is worth it. 

Could Nancy Pelosi beat 
Frank Jordan next year? Many 
think so, but she is reportedly 
being advised by longtime loy¬ 
alists that “Frank Jordan will not 
be a pushover.”

Migden are thought Jo be inter¬ 
ested in running for the 
Assembly, Migden would be 
seeking Willie Brown’s seat in 
1996 and Shelley John Burton’s. 
Both incumbents are precluded 
from running again due to term 
limits. 

You thought you were done 
with pols hitting you up for 
money for a while, right? Well, 
think again! Instead of sending 
her contributors/volunteers a 
note of thanks for helping her 
win the damned election, one 
victorious candidate quickly 
beat all the others to the punch 
by thinking up yet another way 
of paying off her campaign debt.

The Findings can’t 
offer a direct comparison 
because researchers, citing 


ethical concerns, didn’t use a 
group deprived of clean nee¬ 
dles. However, some studies 
of addicts in New York clear¬ 
ly suggest an infection rate 
of about five percent. (Are 
you reading this. Governor 
Pete?)

Psychologists Discuss 
Repressed Memories 

Adults in therapy seem, in increasing numbers, 
to suddenly remember having been sexually abused 
as children. Whether they are called “false” memo¬ 
ries or “repressed and recovered” memories, these 
recollections have created intense debate in both the 
general public and scientific circles. An expert panel 
of practicing and research psychologists assembled 
by the American Psychological Association has 
recently released a report on what is known - and 
not known - about trauma and memory. 

According to the report, most people who were 
sexually abused as children remember all or part of 
what happened to them. Memories forgotten for a 
long time can suddenly be remembered, however, 
although how this happens is not well understood. 
The panel also notes that subtle suggestion and per¬ 
suasion can create “false” memories, or pseudo¬ 
memories of events that never really occurred. The 
panel recommends that the public should be wary of 
two types of therapists: those who offer instant diag¬ 
noses of childhood abuse and those who dismiss 
claims of childhood abuse without exploration.

SoCal Gay Bashing Costs 
Perps $430K So Far

The victim of a gay-related hate crime that occurred last year in 
Laguna Beach has settled a civil lawsuit with most of the perpetra¬ 
tors, the Bay Area Reporter has learned. Loc Minh Truong, a 
Vietnamese immigrant, has agreed to drop his claims against six of 
the nine youths who attacked him January 9, 1993. The incident 
occurred on the rocky beach below the Boom 
Boom Room, a popular gay bar, and was per¬ 
petrated by Jeff Michael Raines, 19, of San 
Juan Capistrano and Christopher Michael 
Cribbins, 22, of San Clemente. 

Raines and Cribbins were driven to the 
crime scene, along with 7 others who did not 
take part in the assault. 

Raines and Cribbins pleaded guilty to all 
criminal charges in connection with the inci¬ 
dent, including a hate crime prosecution, in 
August of last year. According to Russell 
Kerr, Truong’s attorney, the partial settlement 
requires the six youths to pay Truong 
$430,000 for the incident. Truong, 57, 

- incurred permanent brain damage from the 

attack and also sustained severe damage to his 
left eye. A rock that one of the perpetrators threw was lodged three- 
quarters of an inch into the back of his head. 

“This payment will begin to pay the outstanding medical expens¬ 
es that Mr. Truong has incurred, including $146,000 thus far and 
about $2.1 million that an expert has estimated that Mr. Truong is 
expected to incur over the course of his lifetime,” said Kerr, who 
noted that those amounts do not include the pain and suffering he has 
gone through as a result of the incident. The civil lawsuit against the 
remaining three youths, who refused to settle, amount to $3.1 mil¬ 
lion, according to Kerr. 

He explained that the case demonstrates the improved abilities of 
hate crime victims to recover from perpetrators, based on California’s 
Civil Rights laws. “It also lets bystanders know that if they go along 
with the perpetrator but don’t participate in the hate crime they may 
be exposed to financial liability if they don’t take action to stop the 
incident,” said the Fountain Valley attorney who has represented a 
number of hate crime victims in their civil claims. 

Rusty Kennedy, executive director of the Orange County Human 
Relations Commission and president of the California Association of 
Human Rights Organizations, told the B.A.R. that “while you can’t 
put a price tag on pain and suffering that a hate crime victim incurs, 
the amount of money involved here says that perpetrators are going 
to be financially hit in the pocketbook as well as criminally penal¬ 
ized. Thus this is a positive deterrent to future hate crimes.” 

The most recent figures available for hate crimes in Orange 
County indicate that gays and lesbians were targets of hate crimes in 
35 out of 180 incidents reported in 1993, making them the most fre¬ 
quented victim group of such incidents. That number is up from 25 
of 188 incidents in 1992. Although current figures are not yet avail¬ 
able for this year, Kennedy told the B.A.R. that he has not seen a sig¬ 
nificant change in this year’s figures compared to those of 1993. ▼ 


E. Bay Activists Visit Stark’s Office for World AIDS Day

In a World AIDS Day protest 
that was more like an appeal to 
an old friend than an angry con¬ 
frontation, about 15 people from 
ACT UP East Bay and Cal State 
Hayward convened at 
Congressman Pete Stark’s office 
to plead for greater support of 
cutting edge AIDS research. 

The small group of commu¬ 
nity members and several clergy 
assembled with banners at the 
intersection of City Center 
Drive and Foothill Boulevard 
before going to Stark’s office. 
As John Iverson of ACT UP 
greeted them and thanked them 
for participating, passing cars 
seemed to love the show; many 
of them honked horns and 


waved to the demonstrators. 

John Wichman, pastor at 
Westminster Presbyterian 
Church in Hayward, observed 
that the protesters were helping 
to educate the larger public, 
which suffers from a lack of 
accurate information about the 
epidemic. “This isn’t just the 
beginning,” he said. “This is the 
miracle.” 

Stark was in Washington, but 
aides at his office accepted a let¬ 
ter from Hayward Pastor Lee 
Williamson calling on Stark to 
commit to three plans of action: 
maintenance of the Ryan White 
Act, which incoming 
Republicans have sworn to cut; 
support for needle exchange 
programs - “Why is Alameda 
County the only jurisdiction in 
the U.S. prosecuting needle 
exchange?” his letter asked - 
and sponsorship of the AIDS 
Cure Act, which activists will 
try to get introduced in the 
104th Congress. 

Mark Bellatini, minister of 
the Star King Unitarian Church 
of Hayward, said the protest 
was an extra push to remind 
Stark that in opposing the act, 
he is breaking ranks with his 
usual allies. “The people who 
have signed onto this, like 
[Congressman] Ron Dellums, 


are people who are usually in 
the same camp as he is.” 

A former healthcare worker 
in attendance at the rally 
appealed to the congressman 
from the perspective of fiscal 
prudence, and said the price tag 
for the all-out effort mandated 
by the AIDS Cure Act is dirt 
cheap compared to the long¬ 
term costs of maintaining the 
status quo. 

Kathy Labriola, a nurse who 
said she’s taken care of “thou¬ 
sands and thousands” of people 
with AIDS, said, “It’s very, very 
expensive to take care of people 
with AIDS when they’re sick. 
All compassion aside, it would 
be much cheaper to find a cure 
now. Otherwise there’s two mil¬ 
lion people in America with 
HIV right now. All of them are 
going to get sick and die and 
each of them are going to cost 
millions of dollars in medical 
bills. So even if I didn’t care or 
have any compassion, it is more 
cost-effective to find a cure 
now.” 

In a prepared statement. 
Stark repeated his refusal to 
back the act, which he believes 
is a duplication of the efforts by 
the National Institute of Health, 
which oversees AIDS drug 
research in the United States. ▼ 
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Calling All Homosexuals!

“If you are an AT&T customer, you are helping to promote 
homosexuality in America” So says a full-page ad produced 
for the members of the American Family Association (AFA). 

“It’s true” the ad continues, “The nation’s largest telecom¬ 
munications company is committed to using their resources to 
convince America that homosexuality is a normal alternative 
lifestyle. AT&T has a history of promoting homosexuality.” 

The AFA details that “history” which includes AT&T’s sup¬ 
port for the Gay Games (an event “designed to reshape 
America’s traditional moral values”), an AT&T marketing 
campaign aimed at lesbian and gay customers (“a mail cam¬ 
paign which comes in a lavender envelope and a letter from 
AT&T’s homosexual employee group”), the company’s spon¬ 
sorship of the “homosexual musical” Falsettos, and AT&T’s 
use of the Brian McNaught video On Being Gay (which 
“indoctrinates their employees to accept homosexuality”). 

The ad concludes: “American Family Association is offer¬ 
ing its supporters the opportunity to quit doing business with 
AT&T and switch to a long distance carrier with a distinctive¬ 
ly Christian difference - Lifeline. With one toll-free phone call, 
not only have you taken business away from AT&T, but you are 
making a stand for morality in America.Lifeline is a major long 
distance carrier like AT&T, MCI, Sprint, etc., except, like you 
and me. Lifeline is committed to family values and decency.”

R.E.M.: Really Empty Minded? 

Yes, R.E.M.’s music is extraordinary. And yes, the musical 
group has been at the cutting edge of the artistic adventure. 
However, R.E.M.’s lead singer - Michael Stipe - seems to be 
the epitome of empty-mindedness on the subject of sexual ori¬ 
entation (especially his own!). When asked about his own sex¬ 
ual orientation, Stipe told an MTV interviewer: “I just don’t 
think it’s anyone’s business what I do with ray dick, unless 
they’re sitting in my lap.” During a CNN interview. Stipe again 
evaded questions about sexual orientation, saying only that he 
is “sexually ambiguous.” 

Asking someone if he is gay is not the same as asking him to 
provide a biographical histoiy of his penis. And if being gay is 
neither evil nor vile, then why can’t we can’t we talk about it? 

As Michelangelo Signorile points out: “Homosexuality is 
not a private issue (it’s simply a fact of life) Yes, gay public 
figures can have private lives and still be openly gay (just as 
straight public figures can retain private lives and still be open¬ 
ly straight).” Moreover, as media critic Larry Gross has argued, 
“No one is obliged to make a fabulous living as a movie, tele¬ 
vision, or recording star, and those who do take on this burden 
can be held accountable for the images they promote.” 

While Stipe’s decision to treat sexual orientation as 
“unspeakable” is absolutely homophobic, the very fact that he 
was asked about it also reflects a unique media bias. Reporters 
often presume that everyone is heterosexual, and seldom think 
to ask “Are you straight?” in order to confirm the heterosexu¬ 
ality of their interviewees.

World Of Indifference 

On December 1 - World AIDS Day - the San Francisco 
Chronicle did not run a single front-page story related to the 
AIDS epidemic. When asked about this glaring omission, Pam 
Reasner of the Chronicle’s news desk said that her newspaper 
had no regrets. Reasner explained that World AIDS Day was 
more of a “social event” than front-page news. Reasner said: 
“Any organization can proclaim a ‘day’ and, in fact, Friday 
[December 2] is International Volunteers Day and that won’t be 
on the front page either.” 

Are hundreds of thousands of volunteers dying because of 
government indifference and homophobic bigotry? AIDS is 
still very much front-page news, a point that the Chronicle 
should hardly have missed on World AIDS Day. Send your 
comments to Matt Wilson, Managing Editor San Francisco 
Chronicle, 901 Mission St., San Francisco, CA 94103, tel.

A former coordinator for the 
Speaker’s Bureau Project of 
Community United Against 
Violence, vice president of the 
Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club, and the “Yes 
on K” domestic partners cam¬ 
paign manager. Paras has been 
involved in social change 
activism in the Filipino and les- 
bian/gay movements for more 
than two decades. 

Paras, 41, later became 
director of multicultural affairs 
for Shanti Project and served as 
its deputy director, until she and 
the agency’s executive director 
resigned last year amid charges 
that the agency had misspent 
more than $300,000 in funds. 

The Health Department later 
canceled all of Shanti’s estimat¬ 
ed $2.5 million housing con¬ 
tracts with the city because of 
the incident. 

Paras acknowledges that 
there is controversy about her 
appointment to the NGLTF 
position, but says that at least 
some of it is fanned by political 
opponents raising old concerns 
about problems at Shanti that 
have been long rectified. 

Mitch Katz, M.D., the open¬ 
ly gay director of the San 


Francisco Health Department’s 
AIDS Office, also said that he 
considers the issue “old news.” 

Katz told the B.A.R. that 
Shanti has repaid the approxi¬ 
mately $350,000 specifically 
earmarked for housing people 
with AIDS that it misspent on 
other services for PWAs. And 
through it all, he pointed out, 
“Melinda was not the executive 
director of Shanti.” 

“She will be a fine leader for 
the National Lesbian and Gay 
Task Force.” he predicted. 

Paras, a veteran of many 
years of grassroots organizing 
experience, told the B.A.R. that 
NGLTF would work intensively 
with community activists in 
supporting local agendas, as 
well as developing effective 
national gay and lesbian rights 
agendas. 

“I’ve been a great admirer of 
NGLTF for years,” Paras said. 
“I am proud to have led the 
organization out of its internal 
crises so it could resume the 
critical work it does. 

“This is very exciting work,” 
Paras said. “It’s the real enemy 
we’re dealing with here that we 
so often lose sight of.” 

During her four-month 
tenure as NGLTF interim CEO, 
Paras is credited with scaling 
down the agency’s budget to 
$2.6 million and eliminating an 


anticipated $500,000 year-end 
deficit, as well as instituting 
administrative and management 
changes. 

Paras said that the agency 
has completed a major internal 
reorganization and will shortly 
begin to restructure and reorga¬ 
nize its field operations and 
work with constituents. 

The agency will revitalize 
and reactivate the NGLTF 
Policy Institute, expand and 
modernize the agency’s techno¬ 
logical infrastructure to help the 
agency expand, and quicken the 
dissemination of information, 
she promised. 

Paras told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the Republican 
gains spell difficult times for 
the lesbian and gay movement. 

“There are all kinds of areas 
where our community is going to 
come under attack,” Paras said. 
“In education it will coincide 
with prayer in the schools and 
efforts like Helms’s amendments 
to cut off funds for schools that 
teach diversity and target lesbian 
and gay youth. There will be 
attacks on AIDS funding. 

“The idea that we will get 
our rights by relying on the 
Republican victory in Congress 
is an absolute illusion. It’s 
equally an illusion to assume 
that we will receive those rights 
by Democratic victories.” ▼

reported Assistant Attorney General Deval 
Patrick, head of the Justice Department’s civil 
rights division, and Eleanor Acheson, head of the 
office of policy development, recommended a 
brief agreeing with Spiegel’s ruling that the law is 
unconstitutional. 

But other Justice Department officials argued 
that taking that position would undermine the 
Clinton administration’s “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
policy on homosexuals in the military. 

“We didn’t ask Bill Clinton before we chal¬ 
lenged Issue 3, so we didn’t expect to use him in 
our attack on Issue 3,” said Alphonse 
Gerhardstein, the lead Cincinnati attorney for the 
ACLU in the case. “The lower court cited seven 
different legal issues in declaring the law uncon¬ 


stitutional, so we expect the appeals court to sup¬ 
port that ruling.” 

But Gerhardstein told United Press 
International the government decision not to 
become involved in the case, despite strong opin¬ 
ions by its top lawyers, was an obvious political 
one. 

“It reflects their decision to let politics get in 
the way of what’s right,” Gerhardstein said. “Issue 
3 is not just a simple repeal of a civil rights law. It 
actually prohibits city council from ever passing 
such a law. 

“It tells gays and lesbians that if you ever want 
civil rights protection, you have to go to the very 
majority that is denying you your rights and ask 
them for it. That has nothing to do with the mili¬ 
tary cases. 

“We think Clinton could have come in on the 
side that’s right.” ▼

Many copies of the protein 
stud the membrane surrounding 
each virus particle. The enve¬ 
lope protein provides the virus 
with a means of entry into the 
cells, which it infects by recog¬ 
nizing and attaching to recep¬ 
tors on the surfaces of the cells. 

By inserting a gene for a 
human hormone, called ery¬ 
thropoietin (EPO), into the viral 
envelope gene, the UCSF team 
changed the infectivity of the 
retrovirus. 

The modified retrovirus 
made EPO as part of its outer 
envelope coat, and the hormone 
permitted the virus to attach to 
receptors for EPO on the outer 
membranes of certain laborato¬ 
ry strains of human cells grow¬ 
ing in culture. The retrovirus 
particles were then able to enter 
the human cells through the 
receptors. Human cells lacking 
EPO receptors were not invad¬ 
ed by the modified retrovirus, 
the information provided by 
Norris indicated. 


The use of EPO in the exper¬ 
iments served primarily as a 
proof that the strategy works, 
Kan said. Other hormones or 
proteins might be engineered in 
retroviruses in the same way, 
and used in gene therapy to tar¬ 
get only those tissues with 
receptors for those hormones or 
proteins, he added. 

“A lot of people have tried, 
in one way or another, to make 
a retrovirus target specific cell 
types,” Kan said. “Our work on 
this started in 1988. We went 
through a lot of problems. And 
finally we found a strategy that 
works.” 

Although the technique has 
so far only been tested on cells 
growing in the laboratory, it 
has many conceivable applica¬ 
tions. 

One possible use is for the 
tissue-specific delivery of genes 
into bone marrow stem cells, 
which continuously generate 
new red and white blood cells. 
Delivery of corrective genes 
into these stem cells could 
potentially be used for the treat¬ 
ment of inherited hemoglobin 
disorders such as sickle cell 


anemia or thalassemia. 

This strategy might even be 
used to target gene therapy to 
the white blood cells that are 
attacked by AIDS, Kan sug¬ 
gests. 

A second possible use of the 
technique is in the treatment of 
certain cancers, such as breast 
cancer, in which tumor cells 
often make large amounts of 
targetable cell-surface receptors 
not found on normal cells. 
Viruses bearing anti-cancer 
genes might be more effective¬ 
ly targeted to cancer cells using 
this technique. 

Kan, the Louis K. Diamond 
professor of hematology at 
UCSF, leads a new multi-insti¬ 
tutional research project funded 
by the National Institutes of 
Health (NIH) aimed at develop¬ 
ing treatments for sickle cell 
anemia using gene therapy. He 
also heads the Gene Therapy 
Core Center at UCSF, estab¬ 
lished in 1993 with NIH fund¬ 
ing to develop new treatments 
for cystic fibrosis and other 
genetic disorders, and to trans¬ 
fer them from laboratory bench 
to hospital bedside. T

Kolakowski Talks About Being a Transgender Lesbian 

Victoria’s Secret

At just 33 years of age, Vicky 
Kolakowski already has some 
impressive credentials as a vet¬ 
eran of California state and 
Alameda County politics. The 
Berkeley resident is known and 
respected for helping formulate 
that city’s domestic partner reg¬ 
istration system, for her work 
with the East Bay Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club and the state 
Democratic Party, and for gar¬ 
nering more than 50,000 votes 
in the bus board race last month. 

But while she has lent most 
of her political organizing skills 
to lesbian and gay causes, Kola¬ 
kowski said that she has often 
found herself on the outside of 
the community looking in. 
That’s because until 1989, 
Vicky Kolakowski was, anatom¬ 
ically speaking, Michael 
Kolakowski. 

Then, as now, Kolakowski 
was attracted to women, but not 
as a heterosexual man; he felt he 
was a lesbian woman, which is 
what she is today. As other 
transgender lesbians have dis¬ 
covered, that can arouse contro¬ 
versy, particularly among some 
lesbians who object to the per¬ 
ceived differences between 
male-born transgenders and - as 
it was phrased when the issue 
was raised at the Michigan 
Women’s Festival - “women- 
born women.” 

Despite Kolakowski’s post¬ 
operative status, her insistence 
that she’s always felt like a les¬ 
bian, and her continued 
activism in the Lesbian 
Avengers, ACT UP, and a slew 
of other groups, she told the 
Bay Area Reporter that gaining 
acceptance as a gay woman has 
been one of the toughest fights 
she’s faced. 

So much so, in fact, that after 
she moved to the Bay Area from 
Louisiana in 1991, she just start¬ 
ed telling people she’s a lesbian. 
Period. Some people do know 
that she used to be male, usual¬ 
ly those heading up the political 
groups to which Kolakowski 
donates her energy, she said, but 
few others. The issue of her 
transsexuality was never raised 
during the recent election, and 
she saw no reason to introduce 
the topic because she views her¬ 
self as a gay woman first and 
foremost. 

Tara Kelly, president of the 
East Bay Lesbian/Gay 
Democratic Club, concurred. “I 
think it’s a self-definition,” she 
told the B.A.R. “Currently she is 
a woman, she sees herself as a 
woman, and is involved with a 
woman. 

“Everyone is supportive of 
Vicky as a person,” she added. 
Kelly dismissed any suggestion 
that by keeping her transgender 
status to herself, Kolakowski 
may have misled lesbian voters. 
“Anyone supportive of the les¬ 
bian and gay agenda is welcome 
to join [the EBL/GDC], and 
when I talk about diversity I do 
include the transsexual commu¬ 
nity,’’ she said, adding that the 
club might change its name to 
include the word transgender, 
but not because of Kolakowski.

“A certain level

Kolakowski has been living 
in the gender role since 1989 as 
a graduate student in Louisiana, 
and was finally granted the 
operation in 1992. Today, she 
talks about Michael as a dear, 
departed brother. 

Before embarking on her 
new life, which included the 
grueling selection and transition 
process all transsexuals are 
required to go through, 
Kolakowski said she had a pret¬ 
ty lousy emotional life. “When 
you’re confused with who you 
are it’s kind of hard to figure out 
who you want to be with,” she 
told the B.A.R. “I could never be 
sure if I wanted to be dating that 
person or I wanted to be that 
person.” 

As Michael, Kolakowski fell 
in love and married a woman - 
who eventually came out as a 
lesbian. And throughout it all, 
Kolakowski said, “There was a 
certain level of jealousy toward 
women. I felt guilty being 
attracted to women because I 
wanted to be a woman and I felt 
therefore that I was supposed to 
feel guilty about that.” 

At 28, when she began tran¬ 
sitioning, Kolakowski was still 
living what she termed “a weird 
double life,” being out as a 
woman while at home in New 
York City, then donning men’s 
clothes once back in school. “At 
Louisiana State University Law 
School, I assure you that got 
quite a lot of attention.” 

She expected a mixed bag of 
reactions, but not the complete 
silence that met her emergence 
as Vicky. “No one spoke to me 
at all,” she said. Finally, nearly a 
dozen men went up to her and 
asked if the metamorphosis was 
brought about because 
Kolakowski’s ex-wife had 
become a lesbian. Eventually, 
there was a certain amount of 
understanding among friends, 
but it wreaked havoc with her 
political affiliations with gay 
and lesbian groups she got 
involved with; lesbians some¬ 
times resigned from boards or 
insisted that she do so. 

Her family, said Kolakowski, 
supports her, but added that 
when her mother told Michael 
he could be anything he wanted 
to be when he grew up, she did¬ 
n’t have in mind a lesbian 
activist. But her transsexuality 


seems to have made it easier for 
her family to adjust to her les¬ 
bianism, she said. “Me being 
involved with women is some¬ 
thing they expected all their life. 
It’s me being one that’s a little 
confusing.” 

Kolakowski said she’s used 
to people being confused, par¬ 
ticularly about transsexuality. 
Just as the terms gay and lesbian 
encompass and connect people 
of enormous differences in 
every other way, transgenders 
find themselves lumped togeth¬ 
er in a group of otherwise very 
dissimilar people. 

“It’s really strange for me to 
think that I’m supposed to have 
something in common with a 
bunch of straight, corporate 
white guys that like to dress up 
like French maids - although 
that’s a community I’ve had a lot 
of contact with over the years,” 
she said. “Those of us who are 
transsexuals have come to the 
conclusion that there’s more to 
life than pretty clothes.” ▼

The tradition of gay muralists goes back at 
least as far as Michelangelo, and probably to 
the first cave painter who was desperate to do 
something about a lack of decent interior deco¬ 
rations. Two gay San Franciscans, Mark Evans 
and Charley Brown, will soon carry on that tra¬ 
dition with a centerpiece mural they will paint 
on the circular ceiling of the new James C. 
Hormel Gay and Lesbian Center at the city’s 
new Main Library. 

The mural will represent important people 
in gay and lesbian history, beginning with 
Plato, moving through such notables as 
Michelangelo and Leonardo da Vinci, and end¬ 
ing at the 20th century. “It will be as if you are 
looking up at the sky,” according to Brown. 

Evans, 44, and Brown, 49, have lived con¬ 
tinuously in the city since 1976; they have been 
lovers for 17 years and business partners for a 
decade. 

Their full-time collaborative efforts as 
muralists, which they pursue in a Third Street 
atelier studio near Army, have brought them 
worldwide recognition and success. Their work 
is particularly well received in Asia - they have 
made several recent trips to Japan to work on 
major murals - and they were the subject of a 
recent feature on ABC News. Based upon fees 
they have gotten for other major works, they 
estimated the mural at the new Gay and 
Lesbian Center would be worth more than 
$75,000. Fortunately for San Francisco, they 
have volunteered to donate their time and talent 
to the project. 

A sketch of a small part of a mural panel 
shown here is a preliminary concept, Brown 
and Evans told the Bay Area Reporter in an 
interview. “The final maquette has not been

painted yet,” Brown said. 

The mural, to be called “Into the Light,” will 
depict gay and lesbian history and culture as a 
staircase, building from the darkness to the cen¬ 
ter of the ceiling and the light. Along the stairs 
are women, men, older people, and children 
building the stairs and carving the names of 
famous gay men and lesbians throughout histo¬ 
ry. It will be 22-feet across and 11-feet high. 

It is designed to be seen in small increments, 
as people move around the room, Brown said. 

The two men collaborate on concept and 
visuals. Brown and Evans told the B.A.R.

With cautious optimism, sci¬ 
entists announced November 24 
they may have found a potential 
Achilles’ heel of the most com¬ 
mon strain of HIV. And the drug 
that may act upon it is 
cyclosporine, the same medi¬ 
cine prescribed to people with 
AIDS by controversial physi¬ 
cian Therial Bynum - who had 
his license revoked last year for 
doing so. 

To be infectious, HIV-1 must 
contain a special protein it takes 
from human cells - a protein 
that can be blocked with the 
medication, two teams of 
researchers reported in the 
British journal Nature. But 
other scientists warned in an 
accompanying article that the 
drug would be toxic to the 
patient and that the virus could 
evolve to eliminate its need of 
the protein. 

“Our work suggests a com¬ 
pletely new target for the devel¬ 
opment of drugs that could 
block HIV-1 infection,” said Dr. 
Jeremy Luban, assistant profes¬ 
sor of medicine at Columbia 
University College of 
Physicians and Surgeons and 
lead study author. 

“Therapies that stop incorpo¬ 
ration of the host factor protein 
into HIV-1 could incapacitate 
the virus.” 

The researchers found that in 
order to infect cells, HIV-1 - the 
major strain of the virus that 
causes AIDS - must have the 
common cellular protein 
cyclophilin A. The Columbia 
team and researchers at the 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute 
and Harvard Medical School 
showed drugs can cripple the 
virus by blocking the incorpora¬ 
tion of the protein. 

Specifically, during replica¬ 
tion, the virus’s major structural 
protein, “Gag,” snatches 
cyclophilin A from inside 
infected cells and incorporates 
it into a mature virus. “Without 
cyclophilin A, the disabled 
HIV-1 cannot infect cells,” 
Luban said. “This is the first 
example known of HIV-1 
specifically incorporating a 
human host factor into its viral 


particles.” 

The two teams found certain 
drugs prevent the virus’s uptake 
of cyclophilin A, and cripple its 
ability to kill cells in culture. 

“Agents that specifically 
interfere with the interaction of 
cyclophilin A and Gag would be 
good candidates for new antivi¬ 
ral therapies,” Luban said. 

In tissue culture, Luban’s 
group showed that cyclosporine 
A - an immunosuppressant used 
to prevent the body’s rejection 
of a donor organ after transplan¬ 
tation - can prevent the inclu¬ 
sion of cyclophilin A into the 
virus, thereby rendering it non- 
infectious. 

Cyclosporine A inhibits Gag 
and cyclophilin A binding. 
Drug-treated viruses cannot 
infect cells, the researchers said. 
Their findings echo statements 
Bynum made to the Bay Area 
Reporter in September of 1993, 
as reported by David O’Connor: 
“According to Bynum, the treat¬ 
ment works by dismantling a 
patient’s immune system, there¬ 
by eliminating the genetic mate¬ 
rial that HIV needs to survive 
and grow.” 

“The problem with 
cyclosporine A as a potential 
treatment for HIV-1 infection is 
that you would be giving an 
immunosuppressant to an 


immunocompromised person,” 
Luban said. 

In the accompanying article. 
Dr. Heinrich Gottlinger of 
Dana-Farber and his team 
reported compounds related to 
cyclosporine A without 
immunosuppressant activity 
also stop viral replication. 

The agents need to be further 
tested to ascertain whether they 
truly have anti-HIV effects in 
humans, Gottlinger said. 

The good news was tem¬ 
pered by a pessimistic News and 
Views article by Bryan Cullen 
and Joseph Heitman of the 
Howard Hughes Medical 
Institute and Department of 
Genetics at the Duke University 
Medical Center in Durham, 
North Carolina. 

They warned that inhibition 
of cyclophilin sufficient to 
block HIV-1 spread would be 
poisonous to the patient. 

In addition, they said, there is 
a likelihood that once so chal¬ 
lenged, the evasive HIV-1 
would evolve to eliminate its 
dependency on cyclophilin. 

Undaunted, the other 
researchers are planning further 
studies to clarify the role of 
cyclophilin A in Gag function, 
the role of the two in disease, 
and how the interaction could be 
inhibited. ▼ 


“ALX40-4C” Said To Be Completely Different 

AIDS Drug Gets Okay 
For Further Testing in Canada

TORONTO - A Canadian pharmaceutical 
company announced Tuesday, November 22 
it had received federal approval to begin a 
second phase of testing on an anti-HIV drug. 

Toronto-based Allelix 

Biopharmaceuticals said in a statement it 
plans to test the drug, called ALX40-4C, on 
40 HIV-infected patients beginning in 
January. 

Its designers hope the drug will block 
HIV from using its own genetic information 
to produce new virus particles. 

“This is a different mechanism of action 
than any current HIV drug, either on the mar¬ 


ket or in clinical trials,” the statement said. 

The second set of tests will be to exam¬ 
ine the safety and patient tolerance of the 
drug. Volunteer patients will receive repeat 
administrations of the drug three times a 
week for one month at five different dosage 
levels. 

The company said tests should be com¬ 
plete late in 1995. 

The first set of tests were completed in 
1994, in which “the drug was well-tolerated,” 
the company said. 

Even if the second phase yields good 
results, Allelix said there would still be a 
need for additional clinical trials before the 
drug could be marketed. ▼

BANGKOK - A 
group of 30 Thai volun¬ 
teers received their final 
injections of what doc¬ 
tors believe is one 
promising experimental 
AIDS vaccine on 
Monday, November 28, 
concluding a nearly six- 
month-long multination¬ 
al test. 

Dr. Prapan Panupark, 
director of the project in 
Thailand, said he was 
encouraged by the initial 
results of the test, con¬ 
ducted on healthy male 
and female volunteers 
ranging in age from 21 
to 48. 

Prapan told a press 
conference that partici¬ 
pants were given their 
first injections of the 
experimental vaccine, 
known as the United 
Biomedical Inc. synthet¬ 
ic monovalent HIV-1 
peptide, on June 6. They 
received another on July 
4, and their final shot 
Monday. 

One month after the 
second injection, Prapan 
said, blood tests 
revealed that of the two 
dozen volunteers receiv¬ 
ing the vaccine, ten had 
developed immunity. 
“We are happy that 
immunity developed in 
ten cases out of 24, or 
over 40 per cent,” he 
said. “We are happy 
because in similar tests 
in other countries, such 
as the U.S. and 
Australia, only about 20 
per cent of the volun¬ 
teers developed immuni¬ 
ty” 

He said the volun¬ 
teers will have their 
blood tested three more 
times to determine their 
levels of immunity. 

According to recently 
released figures, 3,902 
people have died of 
AIDS in Thailand in the 
past decade. 

Another 5,215 are 
suffering from full¬ 
blown AIDS in 
Thailand, while an esti¬ 
mated 600,000 people 
are believed to be HIV¬ 
positive. ▼ 


Future HIV Vaccine Trials Announced: All Overseas

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
HIV vaccine efficacy trials that 
activists and federal health 
researchers have blocked in the 
United States could soon begin 
in developing nations, 
researchers announced 

Wednesday, November 23. 

But, said John Moore, a 
member of the World Health 
Organization’s (WHO) adviso¬ 
ry committee on HIV vaccine 
trials and a scientist at the 
Aaron Diamond AIDS 
Research Center in New York 
City, this is not a simple case of 
using poorer countries plagued 
by worsening rates of HIV 
transmission as testing grounds 
for potential vaccines that have 
been deemed unsuitable for 
Americans. 

Writing in the journal 
Nature, Moore and fellow com¬ 
mittee member Roy Anderson, 
an epidemiologist at the 
University of Oxford in Britain, 
said the decisions to support 
each nation’s right to partake in 


trials and the U.S. decision are 
not inconsistent. 

“The circumstances influ¬ 
encing the desirability of a 
Phase III trial in the United 
States ... and parts of the devel¬ 
oping world where the preva¬ 
lence of infection in pregnant 
women attending clinics in 
urban centers has reached 20 
percent or more are quite differ¬ 
ent,” the researchers wrote. In 
the United States, HIV infec¬ 
tion is still largely restricted to 
gay and bisexual men, intra¬ 
venous drug users, and their sex 
partners. 

Last month, the World Health 
Organization voiced approval of 
large-scale efficacy trials of sev¬ 
eral versions of a vaccine candi¬ 
date in developing nations. 
Nations that express interest in 
hosting the trials will receive 
both scientific and other types 
of support, so that they can 
make informed decisions, 
Moore said. 

An estimated 90 percent of 
the 16 million people infected 
with HIV live in poor communi¬ 


ties in Asia, Africa, and Latin 
America. 

The U.S. National Institutes 
of Health decided to halt plans 
for efficacy, or Phase III, trials 
of the recombinant HIV vac¬ 
cines due to serious doubts 
about its potential for success, 
problems with feasibility of 
such a large study, and outright 
opposition from some activist 
groups, said Dr. Patricia Fast, an 
NIH researcher involved in 
AIDS vaccine evaluation in 
Bethesda, Maryland. 

“There is no disagreement 
between the NIH and WHO,” 
Fast said. “We agree that each 
nation should decide for them¬ 
selves.” 

Recombinant vaccines use a 
piece of the HIV coat protein, 
called gpl20, that attach to 
human immune cells during 
infection to elicit an antibody 
response to the virus. 

In some countries, such as 
Thailand, where the population 
has a rate of infection ten times 
higher than in the United States, 
governments and the public may 


be interested in testing vaccines 
that U.S. officials find unaccept¬ 
able. 

Denying these countries a 
chance to at least try these vac¬ 
cines “is not something you can 
take with an easy conscience,” 
Moore said. 

“The fact is that [a vaccine] 
working even with low efficacy 
could help lots of people. None 
of us are gods; no one knows 
what will happen.” 

‘The biggest concern is that 
it is not going to work,” Moore 
said. But in countries with large 
rates of infection, it might be 
worth taking “that one-in-hun- 
dred or even one-in-a-million 
chance,” said Greg Gonzalez, an 
activist with the Treatment 
Action Group, a New York- 
based AIDS research advocacy 
group. 

Two biotechnology firms, 
Genentech and Biocine, are 
completing U.S. safety trials 
and have products available for 
Phase III trials. There are cur¬ 
rently more than 24 different 
vaccines in development. T

Brown Lights Up the Night at S.F. World AIDS Day Ritual

It is December 1, 1994: 
International AIDS Day and 
Day Without Art. It is nearly 6 
p.m., dark now in San 
Francisco, and 100 or so people 
have gathered in the sculpture 
courtyard of Center for the Arts 
at Yerba Buena, for artist 
Michael Brown’s ritual. 

His sculpture is a copper 
table, flat on top, with a concave 
parabolic mirror front. Carefully 
placed upon it are 13,468 little 
match people, each one formed 


by painstakingly splitting the 
paper of their stems into out¬ 
stretched arms and tiny, firmly 
planted paper feet. Below, a sin¬ 
gle white pillar candle bums. 

At 6:00 exactly, Brown 
places a thin lit taper in the cen¬ 
ter of the matchstick multitude. 
As it bums down, a matter of 
some 15 minutes, winds threat¬ 
en to gutter it but never manage. 
There is time for thought, for 
anticipation, for regrets. 13,468 
represents a total of San 
Franciscans now lost to AIDS. 
How frail those matches look. 


Are they people standing brave¬ 
ly? Or fools just waiting? And 
what are we? Is their extermina¬ 
tion inevitable? Would enough 
tears forestall it? How many 
tears exist out there? 

Meanwhile, a Channel 4 
video cameraman stands direct¬ 
ly in front of the artwork, his 
back to the quietly seated crowd 
whose view he is obstructing. 
His job is to catch the beginning 
of Brown’s ritual, to use as a 
momentary visual in a televised 
report for some larger audience 
elsewhere. He will return to 
catch the big burning; in the 
meantime his spotlight scans the 
crowd, seeming to look for suit¬ 
able visages of grief. 

Others, including the artist’s 
lover Joseph Chang, take videos 
and photos from a kneeling 
position, not rude, not interfer¬ 
ing at all. 

The taper bums down, one 
match head catching. Then three. 
A slow portentous spread of 
flame reaches out wide from the 
center, growing higher and higher 


in conflagration. The cameraman 
turns off his machine before the 
fire dies - he’s interested in a 
blaze, not, like everyone else, in 
watching its ending - so he 
missed the best part: after most of 
the sculpture has burned itself out, 
12 matchheads at the periphery 
remained unbumt in the holocaust 
of charred matchtwist people. 

Brown’s touching memorial 
to grief and loss is now on dis¬ 
play in the Rooms For the Dead 
exhibit at Yerba Buena. The 
show, curated by Rene Yanez, 
features over 30 “rooms” by dif¬ 
ferent artists of various genders, 
ethnicities, and persuasions, and 
gives visitors a chance to share in 
their senses of death. Valerie 
Soe’s cactus and video piece tells 
of her aunt who came as a child 
from a humid Asia to the dry 
Arizona desert, and bled to death 
of a bloody nose. “Stay hydrat¬ 
ed” she warns. Gayle Tanaka’s 
“Visible/Invisible” contains the 
show’s most beautiful image: a 
cut hair queue on a tablecloth of 
four cardinal points and sharp 


embroidered words: Annihila¬ 
tion, Assimilation, Regeneration, 
and Transformation. 

Lisa Kokin’s “Never Forget” 
shares her moving 3-D book of 
childhood articles, tied to a red 
wagon in a black room. Darrell- 
Lynn Alvarez also shows a 
book, of unsent letters, along 
with a videotape of sleaze spots 
(in collaboration with Craig 
Goodman). “In Sleepy I memo¬ 
rialize the individuals who we 
have no way of knowing if in 
fact they are now dead or alive,” 
Alvarez writes, “people who 
have since dropped out of our 
lives, people we knew only for a 
time but who left lasting impres¬ 
sions, and the strangers with 
whom we shared intimacy.” ▼ 

The Rooms for the Dead 
exhibit runs through this 
Sunday, December 11 at the 
Center for Arts, located at 701 
Mission Street.

The AIDS Community Research Consortium (ACRC) 
is pleased to announce three new HIV clinical trials: 

Sporanox — A study to determine the effect of Sporanox Capsules 
for the treatment of oropharyngeal Candidiasis in HIV positive sub¬ 
jects. Medications include FDA-approved antifungal medications — 
itraconazole (Sporanox) capsules, and fluconazole (Diflucan) tablets. 
The purpose of the study is to assess the safety and effectiveness of 
itraconazole capsules in the treatment of oropharyngeal candidiasis 
in HIV positive subjects, as compared to fluconazole. 

CMV Retinitis Treatment — A study to determine whether ganci¬ 
clovir in an oral form used with an intravitreal (within the back of the 
eye) ganciclovir implant will help prevent the spread of Cytomega¬ 
lovirus (CMV) infection. The use of the implant with and without oral 
ganciclovir will be compared to standard IV ganciclovir treatment. 

Gene Therapy — This study uses an experimental treatment for HIV 
infection called gene therapy, a technique used to transfer genes into 
cells. The purposes of the study are: 1) to find out how safe and easi¬ 
ly tolerated several courses of the treatment, HIV-IT(V) are, 2) to mea¬ 
sure the activity of HIV-IT(V) through laboratory results, specifically 
levels of HIV in the blood, and 3) to monitor the amount of time it 
may take for clinical disorders associated with HIV infection and for 
AIDS defining conditions to occur.

cial Washington. “There was no 
mistaking the symbolism of 
President Clinton’s day,” wrote 
the Los Angeles Times: “A low- 
key, virtually secret meeting 
with six young people living 
with AIDS.” 

The event was not on his offi¬ 
cial schedule and no reporters or 
photographers were allowed to 
record the session. 

The six were then shuffled 
across the street and around the 
corner to an office over the 
McDonald’s, the office of the 
National AIDS Policy 
Coordinator, for a hastily sched¬ 
uled 12:15 press conference. 

“We hadn’t heard about it 
until about 10:00,” said Janet 
Reissman, media coordinator 
with the AIDS Action Council. 
“So yeah, we were a little sur¬ 
prised.” 

One is tempted to speculate 
that the White House spinmeis- 
ters took a look at the AP 
Daybook, noted an ACT UP 
demonstration planned for noon 
across the street, and tried some 
counter programming. 

Patsy Fleming, the newly 
named AIDS czar, and her boss. 
Health and Human Services 
Secretary Donna Shalala, 
weren’t there. They were taking 
the World part of the Day to 
heart by fighting AIDS in Paris, 
at an AIDS “summit.” A World 
Health Organization spokesman 
said that “no heads of state will 
be attending.” 

The real observance 

A candlelight vigil in the 
evening drew about 150 to 
Lafayette Park across from the 
White House. A statement from 
Vice President Gore was read to 
the crowd. 

In past years the President’s 
house had gone completely dark 
for a period of silent tribute to 
those lost to the plague. This 
year interior lights in the upper 
floor residential area flickered 
off briefly but the glare of exte¬ 
rior spotlights remained. 

“Even Dan Quayle could flip 
a light switch,” said Steve 
Michael of ACT UP, one of the 


organizers of the event. A White 
House source claimed they 
couldn’t turn off the spotlights 
because of recent heightened 
security measures. 

“Clinton spent the day in the 
White House pulling pages out 
of the George Bush playbook on 
AIDS,” was Michael’s analysis. 

“It is unfortunate that the 
administration is continuing to 
behave as if AIDS represents 
some sort of political liability,” 
said Alexander Robins, lobbyist

on AIDS issues for the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU). He urged the President 
to “treat the issue as the kind of 
national and international health 
crisis that it is.” 

“I would like to see the same 
kind of focus and attention to 
HIV that there was to NAFTA 
or to GATT,” wished Bill 
Freeman, executive director of 
the National Association of 
People with AIDS (NAPWA). 
But he confessed to not being 
optimistic; in fact, he said, “It’s 
kind of bleak.” 

“The real void has been on 
leadership,” said Mario Cooper, 
with a quiet rage to his voice. 
He is a long time political insid¬ 
er who managed the 1992 
Democratic National 

Convention and is president of 
the board of the AIDS Action 
Council. He had spoken at 
length in an interview earlier in 
the fall. 

“I’m talking about the 
President and the First Lady. 
Those are the people who can 
change people’s minds and 
influence the way society thinks 
about this issue and what it does 
about this issue. 

“And they have been com¬ 
pletely impotent, not even 
showing up for the battle. That 
is where I think you can really 
take them to task, because their 
absence from the scene has 
probably cost people their 
lives.” ▼ 
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Traffic Blocked for 
World AIDS Day in Los Angeles

World AIDS Day and the recent deaths of two 
ACT UP/LA activists prompted a demonstration of 
civil disobedience in front of the Federal Building 
in Westwood in Southern California December 1. 
AIDS Service Center Public Policy director Connie 
Norman said at the rally not enough is being done 
to fight AIDS. ACT UP’s J.T. Anderson reported 
World Health Organization figures that 17 million 
people are infected with HIV worldwide and four 
million have died from the disease. Then about 300 
protesters took to the streets, circling through the 
cross-walks until they eventually blocked 
Westwood and Veteran - one of the nation’s busiest 
intersections - during rush hour traffic. 

About 5:30 p.m. several protesters dropped 11 
name-tagged cardboard coffins in the middle of the 
intersection and set them on fire. The handful of 
police from the Los Angeles Police Department’s 
West L.A. Bureau seemed panicky and at a loss of 
what to do. As the fire grew larger protesters helped 
steer to safety stranded, annoyed, and frightened 
motorists caught in the intersection near the fire. 
Eventually two L.A. Fire Department vehicles 
screamed to the intersection and firefighters put out 
the blaze. 

The crack LAPD Metro Division also showed up 
with the firefighters and proceeded to push, shove, 
and in some instances, rough-up several protesters. 
Six women - non-gay Mary Nalick, director of 
Hospice Services at AIDS Healthcare Foundation 


(AHF), non-gay Stephanie Boggs, ACT UP/LA, 
lesbian ACT UP/LA activists Mary Lucey, Nancy 
MacNeil, Terri Ford (AHF Project coordinator), and 
Seh Welch, a law student from ACT UP/Santa 
Barbara - tried several times to get arrested, to 
underscore the devastation of AIDS on women. At 
one point they sat down in the intersection and 
linked arms, but the LAPD refused to arrest anyone. 
The LAPD did get rough in pulling the women out 
of the way - one gave Welch a hairline fracture in 
her arm, and another pulled MacNeil up by her hair 
while two other officers held her arms. She was also 
hit in the back of the neck with a nightstick. There 
is no determination yet if any of the women intend 
to legally pursue the matter. 

The LAPD decided to cordon off traffic leading to 
the intersection. That meant closing off the 
Westwood entrances and exits to the busy nearby 405 
freeway. One helicopter traffic radio reporter called it 
the “nightmare in Westwood,” noting that rush hour 
traffic was backed up for three miles on either side of 
the intersection. Traffic was not unblocked until 7 
p.m. - an hour and half after the demonstration start¬ 
ed - prompting ACT UP/LA’s Mary Lucey to call the 
protest a success since so many people were trapped 
in their cars forced to think about AIDS. 

The December 3 Sixth Annual Posada to bene¬ 
fit the AIDS Service Center ironically coincided 
with the death that day of Pediatric AIDS 
Foundation founder Elizabeth Glaser, 47, who 
contracted HIV during a blood transfusion in 1981.

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Paris World AIDS Day Summit 
Calls for More AIDS Awareness 

Boutros-Ghali 
Issues 

“Call to Arms”

PARIS (UPI) - The first ever 
AIDS summit opened here 
World AIDS Day with an appeal 
to representatives of more than 
40 governments for greater 
“political responsibility” in 
fighting the disease and respect 
for the “human dignity” and 
rights of people with AIDS. 

“The AIDS pandemic sum¬ 
mons all of us to act with hon¬ 
esty,” World Health 
Organization Director-General 
Dr. Hiroshi Nakajima told the 
delegations to the one-day meet¬ 
ing. 

“The suffering, anxiety and 
courage of the people infected, 
the extent of the threat of 
HIV/AIDS for all our societies, 
make it essential that we dare to 
be honest. ... Such honesty is a 
prerequisite of effective action 
for the common good, carried 
out with the fullest respect of 
human dignity, for ethics and 
for individual rights,” he said. 

Representatives of 42 coun¬ 
tries from five continents are 
attending the conference, spon¬ 
sored by the French government 
and the WHO. The delegations 
Thursday began signing a decla¬ 
ration pledging to “make the 
fight against HIV/AIDS a prior¬ 
ity” in their respective countries. 

The declaration calls for 
greater involvement of PWAs in 
fighting the disease, for “global 
collaboration” in AIDS research 
and blood safety, support for 


initiatives “to reduce the vulner¬ 
ability of women” to AIDS, and 
for the strengthening of mecha¬ 
nisms to support the rights of 
people with AIDS and HIV. 

“The AIDS pandemic, by 
virtue of its magnitude, consti¬ 
tutes a threat to humanity,” the 
declaration said. “Obstacles of 
all kinds - cultural, legal, eco¬ 
nomic and political - are ham¬ 
pering information, prevention, 
care, and support services.” 

However, non-governmental 
groups and anti-AIDS activists 
condemned the declaration, 
which they said was not a strong 
enough call for government 
action. 

“The declaration puts for¬ 
ward a universal and standard 
vision of the AIDS epidemic, 
yet does not include a sensitive 
political content, and trivializes 
the reality,” the organizations 
said in a statement issued at a 
separate “counter-summit” in 
Paris. 

The International Gay and 
Lesbian Association appealed to 
the governments taking part to 
“ensure that lesbians, gays, and 
other sexual minorities are not 
forgotten in the fight against 
AIDS.” 

About 50 members of ACT 
UP also held a demonstration 
Thursday against the “silence 
and inaction” of governments 
over the epidemic. The protest¬ 
ers blocked traffic for several 
minutes during the morning 
rush hour. 

Nakajima told the summit 
that the latest WHO figures 
show that more than 17 million 
people worldwide have been 
infected by HIV and that 50 per¬ 
cent of new infections now 
occur in people under 25. 

“No region, no country has 


been spared,” he said. “By the 
year 2000, 30 to 40 million peo¬ 
ple will have been infected. Do 
any of us still believe we can 
take refuge behind selfish atti¬ 
tudes, behind prohibitions, 
behind imaginary frontiers?” 

He told the delegations they 
are “performing an act of 
courage” by signing the Paris 
Declaration, “because political 
responsibility belongs to all.” 

U.N. Secretary-General 
Boutros Boutros-Ghali also 
appealed to the 42 participating 
governments to allocate a 
greater share of their resources 
to AIDS care. 

“I am issuing a general call to 
arms,” he said. “We are not meet¬ 
ing here in Paris simply to issue 
a further warning, but to declare 
a planetary emergency.” T

make the condoms was rated 
as odorless and colorless by 
the majority of users in a test 
study. 

Another plus: Avanti may 
be used along with oil-based 
lubricants like Vaseline and 
Crisco that quickly degrade 
the latex rubber of traditional 
condoms, company officials 
say. 

The new condom also 
offers an alternative to those 
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with latex allergies - a prob¬ 
lem that appears to be increas¬ 
ing, according to recent stud¬ 
ies. 

Latex allergies are found in 
30 percent to 60 percent of 
patients with spina bifida, and 
more than ten percent of 
healthcare workers, who com¬ 
monly use latex gloves and 
other products. In those with 
severe allergy, exposure to 
latex can lead to anaphylactic 
shock, which is potentially 
fatal. 

The black and hot-pink 
package of the Avanti condom 
reveals that FDA clinical trials 
of the condom’s ability to pre¬ 
vent pregnancy and sexually 
transmitted diseases have not 
yet been completed. But the 
packaging also says lab tests 
and a study of 7,000 users sug¬ 
gest that polyurethane may 
prove formidable to both 
sperm and microscopic virus 
particles, Potter said. 

“We have done all the stan¬ 
dard industry tests,” Potter 
said. “We’ve shown that the 
film is a barrier to particles 
smaller than HIV and, in stud¬ 
ies of some 7,000 or 8,000 
users, we find that the break¬ 
age or slippage rates are com¬ 
parable to latex condoms. 

“There’s no reason that 
these condoms should be any 
different from latex condoms 
at preventing pregnancy and 
STDs,” Potter said. 

Enough is enough: 
no more tears 

Others agree that the syn¬ 


thetic polyurethane has advan¬ 
tages over natural latex rubber. 

“Polyurethane far exceeds 
latex in terms of being more 
resistant to tears,” said Dr. 
Mervyn Silverman, president 
of the American Foundation 
for AIDS Research. “Some of 
its inherent properties also 
may make it more imperme¬ 
able to the HIV virus.” 

Polyurethane may allow 
more sensations for the user 
because it is better able to con¬ 
duct heat than latex, Silverman 
said. 

Public health campaigns 
aimed at stopping the spread 
of AIDS have focused on 
safer sex practices that 
involve the proper use of latex 
condoms. 

“Besides abstinence, con¬ 
doms are the only things that 
offer protection - not absolute - 
but they can significantly 
reduce the risk of spreading 
virus,” Silverman said. 

Still, the U.S. condom 
market appears to have lev¬ 
eled off, with less than 20 
percent of Americans using 
condoms. Company officials 
hope their new condom will 
change this. 

A polyurethane condom 
“may end up being up more 
acceptable [to users] because it 
is less obviously present,” 
Silverman said. 

Sales of Avanti are set to 
begin this month in states 
west of the Rockies. Avanti 
will be introduced in the 
Eastern United States mid- 
1995. T

The Pinking of Bernal

B ernal Heights, a mod¬ 
est hill enclosing the 
southern edge of the 
Mission District, is a 
quietly queer neighborhood. In 
the year I’ve lived here, the gay 
population has slowly but 
steadily increased, so far as I 
can judge from the continuing 
proliferation of rainbow flags. 
In particular I’ve watched a 
parade of potential home buyers 
troop through the house for sale 
next door to mine, and observed 
how the heterosexual candidates 
weeded themselves out until 
only gay or lesbian buyers 
remained in the field. It illumi¬ 
nates how and why certain dis¬ 
tricts become gay havens. 

For starters we must admit a 
certain observer/participant 
interaction in this particular 
case, since I prominently dis¬ 
play a rainbow flag in my front 
window. Although this wasn’t 
intended specifically to drive 
away hetero home buyers and 
attract queers, it probably had 
some influence in that direction. 
We never had to resort to Plan 
B, held in reserve in case scary- 
looking fundamentalist types 
were checking out the adjacent 
property. This called for playing 
Pansy Division’s classic anthem 
“Buttfuckers of Rock ’n’ Roll” 
at top volume. 

The fact of the matter is not 
too many scary types ever both¬ 
ered to look at the place. 
Occasionally a yuppie couple 


would scan it, but most consid¬ 
ered it too small to house a fam¬ 
ily and rejected it out of hand. 
Indeed, although it was some¬ 
what misleadingly listed as a 
two-bedroom house, it is simply 
not large enough for any 
menage much bigger than an 
intimate couple. 

Also that level of buyer 
seems to expect a somewhat 
more piss-elegant ambiance 
than that provided by our homey 
little micro-climate, lovingly 
labeled “Dogpatch” by its 
inhabitants. One dapper yuppie 
wife, standing in the backyard 
of the property for sale and 
watching my partner play with 
our two hounds, demanded in a 
quavering voice, “Do you have 
two dogs? Two dogs?” 

He replied with a brief affir¬ 
mative, but I feel he missed a 
golden opportunity. A better 
answer would have been: “No, 
we have three dogs, but Adolph 
our rottweiler is still in the 
county pound after that ugly 
incident with the postman and 
the SWAT team.” But it turned 
out there was no need for such 
aggressive deterrence. She and 
her ilk unanimously turned up 
their noses and huffed away in 
pursuit of a district with bigger 
houses, better schools (though 
I’ve heard some pretty good 
things about our local elemen¬ 
tary school) and a classier 
atmosphere. 

(In contrast, I have yet to 
meet a Bernal queer who does¬ 
n’t have at least one dog. This 


could be a trend that Lavender 
Dollarist marketers have over¬ 
looked.) 

Only two families showed a 
persistent interest in the proper¬ 
ty, a lesbian couple and a three-

some of gay men (we speculated 
that it was a buyer, his 
boyfriend, and a best friend 
working as a team, but it was 
difficult to tell for sure from 
casual observation). For what¬ 
ever reasons, the odds in this 
case were stacked in favor of the 
further pinking of Bernal 
Heights. 

Staying marginal 

Many houses in Bernal, like 
the one discussed above, are 
older and therefore smaller. 
They are mostly based on cot¬ 
tages built around the turn of the 
century, when a single bedroom 
was considered plenty for a 
family of six, and luxuries like 
indoor plumbing and kitchens 
were rare. Porches were later 
tacked on, in-law apartments 
created when foundations were 
reluctantly constructed, and 
upper floors added when the 
local design review committees 
could be persuaded to permit it, 
but most homes remained small 
compared to the “junior fives” 
being mass-produced in the 
Sunset District in the ’50s and 
’60s. 
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In the ’60s and ’70s, develop¬ 
ers turned their attention to the 
as-yet unexploited bounty of 
Bernal, only to be balked by 
community organizers opposed 
to unrestrained growth. The 
famous Sol Alinsky, prophet of 
grassroots organizing, began his 
career as an activist defending 
Bernal’s slopes from wanton 
expansion. This, combined with 
the lack of vital infrastructure 
(like paved streets to provide 
access to fire trucks or hydrants 
that can produce more than a 
mere trickle of water in an 
emergency), kept the houses 
small and the neighborhood 
marginal. 

That marginality is part of 
what makes Bernal so gay. 
Queers are apparently more 
willing to tolerate rougher sur¬ 
roundings than our het counter¬ 
parts. Very few families would 
ever consider buying a trashed- 
out dump, which is frankly what 
our house was when we bought 
it. But we were willing and able 
to put a lot of work into redoing 
it. Gays are used to making 
compromises to overcome 
obstacles, because it’s the only 
way we ever get anywhere. 

Eclectic mix 

Despite the Lavender 
Dollarist myth that gays and les¬ 
bians have “higher discretionary 
incomes” than heterosexuals, 
the fact is that most openly gay 
people earn less than our non¬ 
gay or closeted competitors. We 
have less money and generally 
get less support from our bio¬ 
logical families when it comes 
to home buying. (For example, a 
friend of mine’s grandfather has 
a standing offer to his grandkids 
of a $30,000 loan for a down 
payment on a new house when 
they get married. This offer is 
not, alas, valid for same-sex 
unions and/or “domestic part¬ 
nerships.”) We have no choice 
but to buy smaller houses in 


marginal districts. 

And, of course, one person’s 
“marginal” is another person’s 
“multicultural.” Bernal is home 
to an eclectic mix of people of 
all ethnicities and cultures. 
Anglos are probably in the 
majority but not by much. A 
neighborhood that has an over¬ 
whelming majority of any one 
group is likely to draw more 
members of that group and few 
who are not, but queers, who 
rarely can hope to attain such 
critical mass, are attracted to 
diverse communities where 
such uniformity is neither possi¬ 
ble nor desirable. 

To some degree we are urban 
pioneers, moving into “margin¬ 
al” areas and, by virtue of sweat 
equity (and our innate design 
skills), upgrading them. The 
ultimate conclusion of this 
process, for example in San 
Francisco’s Castro District, 
seems to be the elevation of the 
area to the point where only the 
wealthiest of the A-gays can 
afford to own a house there, 
while hordes of B-gays pay 
inflated rents for the privilege 
of living in the heart of the ghet¬ 
to. 

I doubt that Bernal Heights 
will ever attain such trendiness, 
as we’re simply too far out from 
the gay epicenter and also too 
much of a residential district to 
support the boutiquey business¬ 
es and bars that constitute the 
core of the Castro. 

However, I do expect the 
gradual pinking of Bernal to 
continue. Although we are 
largely invisible to the main¬ 
stream (which does have its 
occasional advantages), we are 
in fact a vital part of the econo¬ 
my, both shaped by and shaping 
our physical and political envi¬ 
ronments. We (and our dogs) are 
here, we’re queer, and we’re not 
going anywhere. If anyone 
doesn’t like it, they can move to 
the Excelsior. ▼

books; the Rob Epstein 
and Peter Adair Collections; 
and the Randy Shilts collec¬ 
tion of notes, files, and 
research materials spanning 
the 20 years he spent report¬ 
ing. 

The campaign for the cen¬ 
ter began as a $1.6 million 
capital campaign to build the 
facilities and launch them 
with outstanding opening 
collections, Hayes told the 
B.A.R. “We’ve surpassed that 
original goal and have also 
created an endowment fund. 
The current total is just over 
$2.3 million,” he said. 

“New gifts are going for 
several purposes: to launch 
public programs [such as 
exhibitions, speakers’ series], 
to enhance print and media 
collections, and to continue to 
build the endowment fund.” 

“We welcome gifts of any 
size,” Hayes said. “Those 
who make donations of 
$1,000 and above will 
receive recognition on the 
Founders Wall of the Gay 
and Lesbian Center. We want 
to strongly encourage people 
to make donations by 
December 31 of this year, 
which is the final deadline 
for names appearing on the 


Founder’s Wall. Also we’d 
like to remind people that 
gifts can be made in memory 
of someone who has died.” 

Gifts have come from all 
over the nation, Hayes said. 
One of his favorite stories 
concerns a phone call 
received from a waiter in 
Madison, Wisconsin. “He 
said that he had managed to 
save $1,000 in tips and was 
sending in his check. ‘I’ve 
never been to San Francisco,’ 
the waiter continued, ‘but 
when I finally visit I want to 
walk into the Gay and 
Lesbian Center and see my 
name on the wall.’” 

Letters and support for the 
center have been pouring in, 
and one from Andrew F. 
Swartz of Berkeley pretty 
well sums up the attitude: 
“It’s a pleasure to support the 
new library in this way. As I 
was growing up and gather¬ 
ing the courage to come out, 
I found my community in the 
800 Dewey-decimal section 
of a branch library in 
Louisville, Kentucky. 

“May the Gay and Lesbian 
Center always offer strength 
and knowledge to the people 
of the Bay Area and serve as a 
model for the rest of the 
world. Good luck, and thanks 
to all who are building this 
new home for the gay and 
lesbian community.”

Can Baboons Protect 
People from AIDS?

The first baboon-to-human bone marrow trans¬ 
plant to be used as a treatment for AIDS will like¬ 
ly take place at UCSF/San Francisco General 
Hospital in February. Researchers are seeking to 
find out if part of a baboon’s immune system can 
help a human being fight AIDS. 

The hope is that the baboon’s immature stem 
cells, the “baby” cells from which all cells of the 
immune system grow, will “engraft” - that is, sur¬ 
vive, grow, and develop in their new human host. 
Although this first test is just aimed at making sure 
the procedure is safe, researchers theorize that the 
ultimate result will be a mixed human-and-baboon 
immune system that should be resistant to HIV 
caused damage. Baboons do not develop HIV 
infection, the AIDS virus most commonly found in 
humans. 

This type of cross species “xenogenic” trans¬ 
plant research has been pioneered in the U.S. late¬ 
ly by Dr. Suzanne Ildstad, Chief of the Division of 
Cellular Therapeutics at the University of 
Pittsburgh. Ildstad’s success in developing a 
baboon with a mixed human and baboon immune 
system was reported last summer in The New York 
Times. The baboon, named Grace, has an immune 
system that is 15 percent human and 85 percent 
baboon. Ildstad and others now hope to create a 15 
percent baboon/85 percent human immune system 
in an HIV-infected person. 

But does the human part of Grace’s immune 
system work like it’s supposed to? Indications so 
far are promising. “Using cell sorting techniques,” 
Ildstad explained, “we can separate the human cell 
from the baboon cells. And we’ve put them in cul¬ 
ture and added in PHA, which is a cell stimulant. 
It looks like [the cells] proliferate,” a sign that the 
cells are functional. Scientists hope the baboon 
cells will behave similarly when put into a human. 

Activists at both Project Inform and ACT 
UP/Golden Gate began following Ildstad’s work 
early this year, with PI activists urging her to put 
together a protocol to try on AIDS patients. UCSF 
AIDS researchers Dr. Paul Volberding and Dr. 
Steven Deeks became interested in the concept and 
agreed to attempt the first transplant at S.F. General. 

Is the technique ready to be tried in humans? 
“Clinicians, scientists, and the community in gen¬ 
eral, need to decide at what point in time the poten¬ 
tial benefits outweigh the potential risks,” Deeks 
responded. “I personally believe that the time is 
now.” 

In a recent article on the subject in the journal 
Science, Volberding - most known for his work on 
such conventional treatments as AZT - comment¬ 
ed, “There is a chance that it is going to be helpful, 
as opposed to ... our current drugs that really don’t 
work.” Volberding, hardly a radical, seems to be 
frustrated by the limitations of current therapies 
available for progressed HIV infection. 

Dangers of 
xenotransplantation 

There are obvious and real dangers involved in 
cross species transplantation. Early attempts at 
organ transplants were disappointing, (remember 
Baby Fae), and it has been a decade since the pub¬ 
lic last heard much about xenotransplantation. But 


Ildstad’s new procedure, using specially sorted 
facilitator cells to help the baboon cells engraft, 
may be the critical breakthrough. 

For the first patients the potential benefits will 
be small while the risks will be great. The most 
immediate risk comes from the process known as 
ablation: suppressing the patient’s immune system 
so that it will not destroy the foreign cells before 
they have a chance to grow in. There is a good 
chance that first patients won’t receive enough 
baboon cells for engraftment to take place, and 
will suffer the effects of immune suppression with¬ 
out getting any benefit from the transplant. 

Then there is the possible risk of transferred 
baboon infections. “The baboons have been exten¬ 
sively screened for potential infection and have 
been quarantined for over a year now,” as a pre¬ 
caution against this, Deek notes. Still, he acknowl¬ 
edged that “there is always the chance of transfer¬ 
ring [an unknown virus] into a patient.” 

Two other problems are thought to be somewhat 
lesser risks. One is “graft versus host” reaction, in 
which the new cells attack 
the person into which 
they’ve been transplanted. 
Because the researchers 
will be transplanting only 
immature stem cells, which 
will grow up in the host 
human and hopefully 
“learn” to be part of that 
human’s body, this may not 
occur. The other potential 
risk is accelerated HIV 
during the immune condi¬ 
tioning, but this has gener¬ 
ally not been a problem 
when bone marrow trans¬ 
plants have been used to 
treat cancers in AIDS patients. 

Still, many researchers remain cautious. Mark 
Feinberg of the Gladstone Institute told Science 
that more animal experiments are needed before 
the technique goes into human trials. Decks and 
Ildstad disagree, arguing that the animal model 
Feinberg suggests (macaque monkeys infected 
with simian immunodeficiency virus) is unlikely to 
tell us much more about the benefits or risks to 
HIV-infected humans. 

Last month ACT UP Golden Gate voted over¬ 
whelmingly to endorse continuing research in the 
bold concept of xenogenic transplantation of 
immune system cells. Many of us feel that this 
type of aggressive approach is long overdue, since 
attempts so far to restore patients’ damaged 
immune systems have been very limited and 
haven’t produced dramatic results. 

Xenogenic researchers have already received a 
number of phone calls from PWAs willing to par¬ 
ticipate in future studies. This clearly isn’t for 
everybody, but some with advanced AIDS would 
rather take a shot at something risky that might 
produce a breakthrough, than continue to slide 
downhill on the same old mediocre drugs. ▼

Glaser became familiar to 
most Americans with her speech 
at the 1992 Democratic 
Convention, following fellow 
PWA and friend Bob Hattoy. 
“Exactly four years ago,” Glaser 
told the hushed crowd, “my 
daughter died. She did not sur¬ 
vive the Reagan Administration. 
I am here because my son and I 
may not survive another four 
years of leaders who say they 
care - but do nothing.” Her 
friend President Bill Clinton 
issued a statement after her 
death which said in part: 
“Elizabeth confronted the chal¬ 
lenge of AIDS ... at a time when 
our government and our country 
were too indifferent to this ill¬ 
ness and the people who had it. 
... We need more like her. We 
must honor her memory by fin¬ 
ishing the work to which she 


gave everything she had.” 

Mary Fisher, Glaser’s friend 
and straight HIV counterpart at 
the 1992 Republican 
Convention, was shaken by her 
death. “Elizabeth brought to the 
fore the devastation of AIDS on 
children,” Fisher told the B.A.R. 
in a phone interview from her 
home in Maryland. “She did 
such incredible work- some¬ 
times to the point of not talking 
about herself. It’s now time to 
remember the mom and the 
woman and the difference she 
made. She was also my friend.” 

The 7,000 candlelight march¬ 
ers at the Posada honored Glaser 
with a moment of silence before 
their long walk through Old Town 
in Pasadena. When they returned 
to City Hall they wrote the names 
of loved ones lost to AIDS on the 
Plaza courtyard as part of a 
“Living Memorial Quilt.” The 
Plaza became a sea of small can¬ 
dles and chalked names and gen¬ 
tle weeping. T

unsolved case. Stephethan (Steve) 
Stevens bluntly said, “I think the people 
that did it are drug dealers.” 

Stevens told the B.A.R. he and Ray had 
been lovers for over a year, but broke off 
the relationship shortly before Ray’s 
death. Two weeks after Ray’s fatal shoot¬ 
ing, the heartbroken 20-year-old Stevens 
returned to his family home in Denver, 
Colorado. 

On Saturday, December 3, he came 
back to San Francisco, determined to help 
locate his lover’s killer. 

Stevens said before he left the city he 
told police that he thought the death 
resulted from a dispute “over him owing 
money or a leather jacket” and that he is 
confident that he knows “people who 
know who did it.” 

Stevens told the B.A.R. that the two 
met when they both worked at Le Salon, 
an adult bookstore on Polk Street near 
Post. Stevens said he thought that Ray 
had left home when he was 16, and had 


been in the city for about ten years. The 
last house they shared was on Octavia 
and Fell. 

At the time of his death, Ray was liv¬ 
ing in a motel on Ellis Street, Stevens 
said, no longer able to live with a friend 
in Berkeley because “they weren’t good 
roommates.” 


“Something was going on” 

Stevens told the B.A.R. that based on a 
chance meeting with Ray at the Giraffe 
days before the murder, the victim knew 
his life was in danger: “He knew some¬ 
thing was going on, but he wouldn’t tell 
me what.” According to Stevens, Ray 
showed results of a negative HIV anti¬ 
body test and then puzzled his former 
lover by telling him “I’m going to have to 
get a gun.” 

According to initial reports, Ray was 
sitting inside the Star Dust Cafe on Polk 
Street with an older man - whom the 
police have never publicly identified - 
when the assailant spotted him through 
the window. The suspect knocked on the 
glass, entered the cafe, exchanged words 


with Ray, and then allegedly slapped him. 
After more heated words Ray and the sus¬ 
pect went outside to the sidewalk, homi¬ 
cide inspectors said at the time. 

According to witnesses, the suspect 
punched and slugged Ray, pushed him 
into a planter, pulled out a handgun, and 
fired five or six rounds at him. The victim 
staggered back to the doorway of the 
restaurant and collapsed. The killer ran 
down Polk Street, then escaped down 
Bush Street, despite pursuit by a plain¬ 
clothes officer who was investigating an 
unrelated burglary at the Leland Hotel 
next door to the cafe. 

Inspectors said Ray definitely knew 
his killer. 

After a long delay and pleas from 
Ray’s family and friends, the city finally 
posted a $10,000 reward last July for 
information leading to the arrest and con¬ 
viction of the gunman. 

However, the victim’s mother told the 
B.A.R., she is “irked” that no posters were 
distributed and no composite was made. 

Also upsetting, according to Janet 
Streck of Rapid City, South Dakota, was 
the carelessness of her son’s autopsy 


report: it listed him as three inches short¬ 
er than his real height of 6’2”. 

Streck also said she was distressed that 
her son’s former Berkeley roommate held 
a yard sale the day after Ray died, and 
sold all of his personal possessions. 

Inspectors Ed Erdelatz and Jeff Brosch 
were the original homicide detectives on 
the case, but Erdelatz is now with the 
Alameda County district attorney’s office 
and Brosch recently retired and also went 
to Alameda County, a police spokes¬ 
woman said. 

Homicide Inspector Brad Nicholson is 
now handling the case. 

Nicholson said at least 50 people have 
been interviewed concerning Ray’s 
death. Inspectors recently went to the 
honor farm in Jamestown, a state facility, 
and showed an inmate mug shots in an 
effort to solve the slaying, Nicholson told 
the B.A.R. The case is still “in the 
works,” he said, and is not being neglect¬ 
ed by police. 

Nor by the victim’s friends and family. 
“I’ll find out who did it eventually,” 
Stevens said. “Someone is going to get 
nailed for it.” ▼ 


Researchers:

Losing even just a few hours 
of sleep takes its toll on the 
immune system, making the 
body more vulnerable to disease 
and infections, according to 
researchers. 

The University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Diego, scientists found 
sleep reduction of only four 
hours decreased natural killer 
cell activity aimed at fighting 
off bacteria and other foreign 
invaders the next day. 

Reporting in the journal 
Psychosomatic Medicine, the 
UCSD School of Medicine sci¬ 
entists said they found that 
depriving 23 healthy men of 
sleep from 3 a.m. to 7 a.m. 
resulted in an average 28 per¬ 
cent cutback the following day 
in the activity of the immune 
system cells that ward off virus¬ 
es and cancer. 

The volunteers’ immune sys¬ 
tems returned to normal after a 
full night’s sleep. 

“While the study results 
showed temporary suppression, 
these results may have impor¬ 
tant implications for people with 
insomnia, travelers and week¬ 
end party-goers who regularly 
miss several hours of sleep in 
one night,” said Dr. Michael 
Irwin, associate professor of 
psychiatry. 

“People whose immune sys¬ 
tems are already compromised 
because of chronic illness or 
stress may be even more at risk 
for damage to the immune sys¬ 
tem caused by loss of sleep. For 
these people, getting a good 
night’s sleep may be critical to 
remaining as healthy as possi¬ 
ble.” 

Previous studies have shown 
sleep loss due to depression or 
severe stress damages the 
immune system. Still other 
research has suggested pro¬ 
longed sleep loss reduces immu¬ 
nity. 

“This is the first study show¬ 
ing mild sleep deprivation harms 
the immune system in mentally 
and physically healthy people,” 
Irwin said. 

Next, the researchers will try 
to determine what impact sleep 
has on immune system function. 

“By understanding the path¬ 
ways involved, we may be able 
to develop ways to prevent fur¬ 
ther immune system depletion 
in people whose immune sys¬ 
tems are already compromised,” 


Sleep Loss Impairs Immune System 


Irwin said. 

In previous work, Irwin found 
the sympathetic nervous system 
can alter immune system func¬ 
tion. Such factors as depression 
activate a hormone, coricotropin 


releasing factor, or CRF, in the 
brain. This hormone triggers the 
sympathetic nervous system, 
which sends a message down the 
spinal cord to the lymphatic tis¬ 
sue, which is involved in produc¬ 


ing immune system cells - there¬ 
by, reducing natural killer cell 
activity. 

During sleep, sympathetic 
nerve activity declines signifi¬ 
cantly. 


“If sleep is lost and the sym¬ 
pathetic nervous system remains 
‘turned on’ longer than normal, 
it may trigger a negative 
immune system result,” Irwin 
said. ▼

HIV/AIDS HOUSING ASSISTANCEAVAILABLE 

Applications are being accepted from individuals and families 
for federally funded HIV/AIDS-SPECIFIC housing programs, 
administered by either the Department of Publis Health’s AIDS 
Office, the San Francisco Redevelopment Agency’s Housing 
Opportunities for Persons With AIDS program (HOPWA), or the 
San Francisco Housing Authority. 

Current and future federally funded HIV/AIDS specific housing programs include the fol¬ 
lowing: 

1) client and tenant-based rental subsidies; 2) scattered side subsidized housing units; 3) 
residential care facilities; and 4) the HOPWA rental subsidy program. The level of sup¬ 
portive services provided varies by individual housing provider. 

HIV/AIDS HOUSING COORDINATED THROUGH CHIPS 


The San Francisco Department of Public Health’s AIDS Office has developed the 
Centralized Housing Information and Placement Services (CHIPS) system to coordinate 
a single entry point and waiting list for placements into federally funded HIV/AIDS hous¬ 
ing programs in San Francisco. Housing programs will utilize the CHIPS system for refer¬ 
rals, placements, and waiting list management. 

Eligibility for CHIPS Initial Enrollment: 

1) Qualify as “low income” as defined by the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) 

2) Have a diagnosis of a) HIV POSITIVE, b) disabling HIV or c) AIDS. 

Applicants who receive referrals for placements through the CHIPS system for HIV/AIDS 
housing must also meet the specific program and/or occupancy requirements of the hous¬ 
ing provider. 

TO APPLY:

Kill!, 
Russ Meyer’s 1966 release 
about lesbian psycho killers on 
a rampage through the 
California desert, is one of 
those films you watch with a certain 
horrified amazement. The experience 
is a bit like watching O.J. Simpson 
speed down the Santa Monica free¬ 
way in that white Ford Bronco; it’s a 
disgusting, tasteless exercise in 
voyeurism, but the only thing harder 
than watching is not watching.

W ith his new book 
Images in the Dark, 
author Raymond 
Murray has 

stamped his critical mark on 
more than 3,000 films and 200 
celebrities of interest to gay/les¬ 
bian readers. 

Nearly 600 pages long, his 
book, subtitled an 
“Encyclopedia of Gay and 
Lesbian Film and Video,” is a 
fair, thoughtful, inclusive com¬ 
pendium that covers lavender- 
tinged Hollywood and indepen¬ 
dent films, TV movies, and 
even obscure gay film festival 
favorites. Murray also looks at 
gay writers whose works have 
been made into films, gay 
Hollywood icons, straight stars 
who have played gay charac¬ 
ters, and gay actors, like Rock 
Hudson, whose work had noth¬ 
ing obvious to do with his sexu¬ 
ality. Comprehensive without 
being intimidating, Images in 
the Dark is the perfect book for 
both casual browsing and criti¬ 
cal discussion. 

What other encyclopedia 
includes both analysis and dish 
about the likes of John 
Schlesinger, Gus Van Sant, 
Andy Warhol, Marc Huestis,

The Displeasure Principle

W hen you enter the Walter/McBean 
Gallery at the Art Institute, you’ll 
be assaulted, entranced, disturbed 
and amused by a feverish bunch 
of characters that leap off the 
walls into your own psychic space. 
Using conventional figurative tech¬ 
niques to depict the unconventional 
recesses of her 29-year-old mind, 
Nicole Eisenman’s one-woman show 
looks like visual Kathy Acker. Sexy, 
violent, non-sequitur, stream-of-con- 
sciousness doodles, paintings, and one 
Diego Rivera-size mural comprise this 
most ambitious and imaginative instal¬ 
lation. 

Not so long ago, the MFA graduate 
from the Rhode Island School of 
Design was doing murals, “Thomas 
Hart Benton-style factory scenes, for 
Coach,” the leather belt and bag peo¬ 
ple. Eisenman’s break came when 
Amy Silven of New York’s Drawing 
Center “really took a chance,” inviting 
Eisenman to paint a mural for a 1992

H f, during this bustling 
Christmas season, you are 
craving some genuine yule- 
tide sentiment, don’t go 
looking for it in the Artfull 
Circle Theatre’s Christmas With 
the Crawfords or in 
Eichelberger’s boozy lounge 
act, Kiki and Herb. Both purport 
to be holiday shows, but the 
entertainment in each comes 
from skewering the notion of 
peace and good will associated 
with this time of year. 

Practically a San Francisco 
tradition, Christmas With the 
Crawfords, now playing at the 
450 Geary Theatre, is in its third 
year as the campiest Christmas 
show in town. Having been 
ousted from its home behind the 
1808 Club, the Artfull Circle 
has found a temporary space in 
this small studio across the 
street from The Phantom of the 
Opera. With seating in the 
round, part of the fun comes 
from 



Miss X as Joan 
Birdie-Bob Watt as Christina, 
and a whole host of other drag 
queens playing various 
Hollywood legends. 

Created by Wayne Buidens 
and Mark Sargent, and adapted 
and directed by F. Allen Sawyer, 
Christmas With the Crawfords is 
a post-Mommie Dearest , revi¬ 
sionist take on dear Joan, and 
with its formidable camp ele¬ 
ments, the production just 
seems to baffle those patrons 
who are not prepared to hear 
“Silver Bells” sung by a quartet 
of men in dresses or catch all the 
subtle references to camp clas¬ 
sics like The Women and 
Mildred Pierce. 

This year’s incarnation of 
Joan Crawford’s infamous 1948 
Christmas Eve radio broadcast 
from the living room of her 
Brentwood home is peppered 
with “guest stars” who wander 
in while on their way to Gary 
Cooper’s party next door. 
Timmy Spence’s Bette Davis (as 
Baby Jane Hudson) is by turns 
frightening and hysterical, 
grotesque and endearing. David 
Bicha’s Hedda Hopper is enter¬ 
tainingly bullied by the torpedo¬ 
shouldered Crawford (Miss X in 
a lackluster portrayal), and the 
always reliable Mark Sargent 
does his best turns as Mae West 
and Ethel Merman. 


Unfortunately, 
due to a prior 
commitment, 

Friday’s show did 
not feature 
Connie Cham¬ 
pagne as Judy 
Garland, so 
Watt, as Chris¬ 
tina, performed 
“Have Yourself 
a Merry Little 
Christmas.” 

Miss Cham¬ 
pagne was 
sorely missed. 

Clocking in at a 
brisk 60 minutes, Christmas 
With the Crawfords is a bitchy 
Christmas treat. 


Divine mess 

If Crawfords is the campiest 
show in town, then Kiki and 
Herb’s gig at Eichelberger’s is 
the most volatile. The creations 
of drag master Justin Bond and 
Ken Mellman, Kiki and Herb is 
the lounge act from hell, located 
somewhere between Las Vegas 
dreck and New York City sub¬ 
lime. 

Bond has just returned to his 
Friday and Saturday night slots 
at Eichelberger’s after six 
months in the Big Apple. It is a 
welcome return. There is simply 
nothing like the Kiki and Herb 
experience. 

A cross between Bobby 
Darrin and Lou Reed by way of 
Eydie Gorme and Judy Garland 
(three days before she died). 
Bond’s Kiki is a world-weary, 
substance-abusing compost 
heap of a singer. She is kept 
afloat only by her ever-present 
“cocky-tail,” Herb’s constant 
lyric promptings and her sheer 
will to go on with the show. 

At one point during last 
week’s stormy set, Ms. Kiki 
found herself not feeling quite 
tiptop and had to excuse herself. 
Herb carried on as best he could, 
and when Kiki finally found her 
tentative way back to the mike. 
Herb had to keep bellowing 
encouraging remarks like, 
“Come on, keep it together” or 
“I’m rootin’ for ya.” Kiki did 
keep it together, but it was touch 
and go. 

Kiki is tortured, incoherent, 
hilarious, brilliant and pathetic 
all at once. Her interpretations 
of songs (it’s not actually 
singing) convey angst, bathos, 
wicked humor and many wrong 
notes while never being any¬ 
thing less than compelling. 
Herb’s pianism gives new mean¬ 
ing to the term percussive. 
During the finale, “Stairway to 
Heaven,” Herb literally moves 
the entire second floor of 
Eichelberger’s with his pound¬ 
ing, er, playing. 

With an obscure song reper¬ 
toire ranging from “Wild Thing” 
to “Walking the Cow” to “The 
Rainbow Connection,” Kiki and 
Herb never fail to deliver an 
engrossing, wildly funny

evening that runs the gamut 
from hysterical to nightmarish. 
Dubbed a holiday show, this gig 
incorporates several seasonal 
touches, but Kiki’s slurred inter¬ 
pretation of a schmaltzy 
Christmas poem hardly inspires 
warm fuzzies. Nevertheless, this 
is one thoroughly entertaining 
night out. It sure beats the office 
Christmas party. T

John Fisher’s ‘The Joy of Gay Sex’ 

The Love Connection

s titles go. The Joy of Gay Sex leaves 
something to be desired. Fortunately, the 
play bearing this ignominious title, now 
running in the basement of Theatre 
Rhino, is completely charming and sweetly roman¬ 
tic in ways that its horrible title could never sug¬ 
gest. 

It begins with an explanation - almost a refuta¬ 
tion - of the title. The main character and narrator, 
Paul (Paul Tena), explains that the “gay sex” of the 
title does not refer to the convergence of genitalia. 
The title, he explains, refers to the third sex, the 
gay sex, which is defined not by gender, but by 
desire. Paul also suggests that beings for whom sex 
is defined by desire are the most human and most 
sophisticated of all earthly creatures. Hard to argue 
with that logic, and hard to deny the fact that such 
blatant audience butt smooching makes it nearly 
impossible not to admire this play from the start. 

Written and directed by John Fisher, who devel¬ 
oped the play with a group of actor friends (most 
of whom are in the cast) in Berkeley, Gay Sex is 
akin to a previous basement inhabitant, Ronnie 
Larsen’s Scenes from My Love Life, in that both are 
multi-character, loose-narrative explorations of 
gay adventures in amour. 

While The Joy of Gay Sex does not have the 
wry, knowing sensibility of Larsen’s play, it does 
boast an attractive cast, humor that comes natural¬ 
ly from the characters and, best of all, it has 
women! Yes, The Joy of Gay Sex is gay theater 
unafraid to show that gay men and lesbians can be 
friends. Furthermore, Gay Sex doesn’t feature gra¬ 
tuitous flesh, which, for a gay play, is a refreshing 
change. 

Sweet, but realistic 

Fisher’s story focuses on a quartet of queer 
friends who embark on new love affairs. Paul 
meets Gabriel (Gabriel Macen) at Cafe Flore while 
Gabriel is still in the closet. Then Paul’s friend 
Kegan (Kegan Stedwell) develops a crush on Elsa 
(Elsa Wolthausen), who just happens to be a friend 
of Gabriel’s. After some cute courtship scenes 
(which includes a wondrous trip to the opera to see 


Tosca ), the foursome form the appropriate pair of 
duets. Paul and Gabriel move in together immedi¬ 
ately, but Kegan and Elsa remain apart, much to 
Kegan’s dismay. The plot is conventional, but its 
staging is not. 

Director Fisher develops an uncomplicated, 
fluid style that allows his cast to easily break down 
the fourth wall throughout the play, inviting the 
audience into the inner workings of the characters. 
As Paul and Gabriel’s relationship deteriorates, we 
can see why Paul’s pedantic, pseudo-intellectual 
and highly annoying out¬ 
bursts are dividing the cou¬ 
ple; but we also know Paul 
well enough to have sym¬ 
pathy for him. 

The Joy of Gay Sex is a 
sweet romance, but it serves 
up the requisite cynicism 
and self-conscious humor 
that make romance tolera¬ 
ble for a ’90s audience. The 
overall feel of the evening is 
hip, but relaxed, and the 
actors all convey a natural 
affinity for their craft. 

Aside from the four main 
players, all of whom are 
excellent (especially the radiant Wolthausen), the 
supporting players all have their moments. Jane 
Paik stops the show with a brief walk-on as a wired 
party girl, and Corey Schaffer and Darryl Stephens 
as friends of Paul and Gabriel’s, provide equal 
measures charm and good humor. 

Its title aside. The Joy of Gay Sex is a delight. 
Although playwright Fisher’s political diatribes on 
marginalization, the political (in)correctness of 
men in drag, cohabitation as a political act, etc. 
wear a little thin by play’s end, any show that dis¬ 
plays queer romance in such a realistic yet hopeful 
light deserves a huge audience. If there’s ever a 
contest to retitle this play, however, I think it 
should be shortened to the simpler The Gay Sex. ▼

Baldwin’s ‘Amen Comer’ Extended

JgP^ omeone wise once said 
I that age and experience 
WMJm can change a person’s 
perspective. This is 
certainly true of essayist/novel¬ 
ist/ playwright James Baldwin, 
whose play The Amen Comer is 
enjoying an extended run at the 
Lorraine Hansberry Theatre. 

As befits a play set in a 
church, director Danny Duncan 
and gospel artist Arvis 
Strickling-Jones have embell¬ 
ished Baldwin’s play by adding 
new gospel songs, making an 
already musical narrative even 
more emotionally stirring. 
Effectively used, the gospel 
music acts as vivid counterpoint 
to the painful actions of the so- 
called decent Christian people at 
the center of this play. 


Big issues 

In The Amen Comer , Sister 
Margaret, the spiritual leader of 
a storefront congregation, is put 
to the test when the husband she 
deserted years earlier suddenly 
appears on her doorstep. Luke 
wants to see her, and their son 
David, one more time before he 
dies. David is a talented 17- 
year-old musician who is eager 
to leave the confines of the 
church in order to explore the 
world. The situation leaves 
Margaret trapped between the 
people she loves and the reli¬ 
gious ideals she enforces in her 
church. As the story unfolds, her 
congregation begins to look at 
her in a different light. The play 
subtly traverses issues of faith 
and love, hypocrisy and truth. 

These considerations make 
sense, for while the young 
James Baldwin could often be 
found at the pulpit, as an adult, 
he had many difficulties with 
the Church. “I didn’t believe in 
the Church anymore,” he told an 
interviewer shortly before he 
died in 1987. “The people in the 
Church were very cruel about 
many things.” These “many 
things” become the focus of 
Baldwin’s keen intelligence in 
The Amen Comer. 

Stanley Williams, artistic 


director of the Lorraine 
Hansberry Theatre, echoes this 
idea: “James Baldwin had prob¬ 
lems with the way so-called 
Christians judged and treated 
people, even in the African- 
American community. The 
Church had such a limited per¬ 
spective that Baldwin disliked 
it. Eugene Lumpkin is a perfect 
example of what Baldwin 
hated.” 

Love conquers all 

Most Baldwin scholars agree 
that whereas most of his essays 
primarily addressed the subject 
of African-American disenfran¬ 
chisement in America, his fic¬ 
tion and plays used this theme to 
explore larger targets. Nobel 
laureate Wole Soyinka wrote of 
Baldwin, “There is this near¬ 
evangelical commitment to the 
principle that rules all being - 
love sought, denied, distorted, 
waiting in the wings or hovering 
on the wing, a veritable deus ex 
machina, lacking only a landing 
permit from a blinkered human¬ 
ity that hesitates at the door of 
salvation.” In his essay, Soyinka 
traces the theme of love from 
Go Tell It On The Mountain to 
“the uncompromising, near¬ 
deification of love in” 
Baldwin’s gay masterpiece 
Giovanni’s Room. 

It’s interesting that the politi¬ 
cal stance Baldwin took on his 
homosexuality resided entirely 
in his simply living it. “The 
world knows that James 
Baldwin was gay,” explains 
Williams. “We also know that 
he chose not to use his sexuality 
as his battleground. Because he 
decided not to stand on podiums 
does not mean that he denied it. 
When he was invited to events, 
he brought his lover, and no one 
blinked an eye. He was respect¬ 
ed. He just chose not to fight 
that battle.” 

Still, Baldwin claimed that if 
he had not written Giovanni’s 
Room when he did in 1956, he 
would have stopped writing 
altogether, and one of his last 
essays, “Here Be Dragons,” pre¬ 
sents his own gay story. 

Although there is sometimes

a rift between the gay/lesbian 
and African-American commu¬ 
nities, a healing spirit dwells in 
Baldwin’s life and work. The 
invisibility of African- 
Americans, which he loudly 
criticized, can be related to the 
no less obvious invisibility of 
gays and lesbians. The Amen 
Comer, with its exploration of 
the Christian “moral” equation 
of love to lust and lust to evil, is 


as applicable to gays and les¬ 
bians as it is to Sister Margaret 
and her son David. 

“I think that James Baldwin 
is Margaret, and I think that 
James Baldwin is David,” 
Williams says. “There are a cou¬ 
ple of lessons in The Amen 
Corner. Leaders are human 
beings, and being vulnerable 
and human is okay. To love God 
you have to love all of God’s 


children. You can’t love selec¬ 
tively. You can’t decide to love 
one person and not another per¬ 
son.” These are lessons for all of 
us. ▼

Our first stop was in Images 
Gallery (372 Hayes St.). Owner 
Rick Salinas, who has been 
there for six years, explained the 
Circle of Joy celebration while 
we toured the gallery. “It start¬ 
ed”, he says, “about three years 
ago. They wanted to do a street 
festival that would benefit an 
organization. At the time I was 
president of the AIDS 
Emergency Fund and I said,

they give up Barbie. At age nine, the girls were assertive 
and felt positive about themselves, but by high school, 
fewer than a third felt that way. Perhaps this could have 
been avoided had the girls simply hung onto their 
Barbies.” 

This graduate from the Camille Paglia school of scat¬ 
tershot theorizing is much better when she’s chronicling 
Barbie’s down-to-earth rise to commodity fame. Turns 
out the All-American girl is a product of the Axis pow¬ 
ers. In 1955, the 
German cartoon 
char¬ 


acter, Lilli, a “gold digger, exhibitionist, and floozy” was 
made into an “eleven-and-a-half inch, platinum-pony¬ 
tailed, Nefertiti-eyed, fleshtone-plastic doll” by a 
German manufacturer. For fleshtone, read beige. This is 
the doll Mattel apparently ripped off and put into pro¬ 
duction in Japan. 

Lord traces Barbie’s movie-star style career through 
subsequent makeovers and costume changes and the 
introduction of supporting players, Ken, Midge, Skipper, 
et al. She profiles key players Ruth and Elliot Handler of 
Mattel and goes into detail about the less well- 
known designers and marketers of the 
inanimate one’s mystique. She 
goes far afield to document 
the considerable impact 
Barbie’s had on just about 
everyone from Vaginal Creme 
Davis to Lauren Hutton. Half 
the book’s appeal consists in 
its visuals: lots of eerie Sylvia 
Plachy photos and images of 
the plastic icon put to subver¬ 
sive good use by contempo¬ 
rary artists. 

Informative, readable, 
marred by self-conscious 
silliness. Forever Barbie per¬ 
haps recaptures a certain ado¬ 
lescent mindset some women 
and drag queens hope never to 
outgrow. In the book’s final 
image, Lord goes on an upscale 
shopping trip with her friend, Ella 
King Torrey (who has since been 
named president of the San 
Francisco Art Institute): “The 
afternoon was young. We had 
credit cards. And somewhere 
deep in our intuitive intelli¬ 
gences, we accepted what we 
could not change: Barbie was 
us.” If you feel that way, this 
book is for you. ▼ 


Forever Barbie by M.G. Lord; William 
Morrow & Co., $25

R ight up front on page 14, the author of Forever 
Barbie explains she’s not going to “take a single 
aspect of the doll and construct an argument 
around it” in the manner of a French sociologist. 
Ex-Newsday columnist M.G. Lord has “resisted that 
approach” because, she writes, “What fas¬ 
cinates me is the whole, ragged, 
contradictory story - its intrigues, 
its inconsistencies, and the per¬ 
sonalities of its players.” 

In other words. Forever 
Barbie is a wide-ranging dis¬ 
cussion of just about every¬ 
thing that even remotely 
relates to the hand-held man¬ 
nequin, unburdened by the 
theoretical consistency that 
informs serious cultural cri¬ 
tique. The tongue-in-cheek 
campiness of the book’s subti¬ 
tle, The Unauthorized 
Biography of a Real Doll, often 
infects the text with full-blown 
ambivalence about Barbie’s sig¬ 
nificance in particular and 
woman’s self-worth in general. 

In the chapter entitled “The White 
Goddess,” which mixes first-person con¬ 
fessional with Freud’s theory of das 
Unheimliche, the Venus of Willendorf and 
too many other undigested cultural notions 
to list. Lord comes to the following illog¬ 
ical conclusion: “In 1991, a survey of 
three thousand children commissioned 
by the American Association of 
University Women revealed that 
girls begin to lose their self-confi¬ 
dence at puberty, about the time

The plot, such as it is, 
involves two big-breasted 
lesbian psychos and their 
equally buxom bisexual 
girlfriend who take their 
hot rods for a spin through 
the desert. They meet, and 
murder, a young straight 
guy and kidnap his girl¬ 
friend. On the lam, these 
four encounter a crippled 
geezer who lives in a desert 
shack with his two young 
sons - one, a sensitive intel¬ 
lectual type and the other 
(known as Vegetable), a 
beefy blond bodybuilder. 
The geezer, who is also a 
letch, reportedly has a for¬ 
tune in cash hidden away 
and the lesbian avengers set 
out to claim it. 

Russ Meyer’s unapolo- 
getic fixation with big¬ 
breasted babes is the stuff 
that legends - and doctoral 
dissertations - are made of. 
Here Meyer ups the ante by 
delivering lesbian bimbos, 
decked out in hip-huggers 
and hairpieces, with a pen¬ 
chant for sadism. One of 
them is played by an Arabic 
“actress” named Haji who 
feigns an Italian accent and 
delivers - straight-faced - 
lines like, “We dunta like 
nothin’ soft. Everything we 
touch is hard.” 

Filmed in black and 
white, director Meyer’s 
Pussycat was clearly made 
on a shoestring. The sets 
consist of sand, sagebrush 
and a shack. The cars are 
used, and the costumes are 


from the Shindig oeuvre 
that relied heavily on 
fringed bikinis, push-up 
bras, and white go-go 
boots. The lesbians seem to 
hate men, women and each 
other, and they’re not even 
afforded the opportunity to 
state their sexual preference 
explicitly. The innumerable 
references to lesbianism, 
fucking, and big dicks are 
all presented in metaphors. 
Coy and infantile, the dia¬ 
logue not only reflects a 
society unwilling to deal 
directly with these subjects, 
it reflects Meyer’s own 
puerile obsessions. If 
Pussycat weren’t so trans¬ 
parently goofy and over- 
the-top, it would probably 
offend just about everyone. 

Meyer’s soft-core porn 
of the ’60s is not without its 
’90s counterpart. Anyone 
channel-surfing his way 
past Baywatch or Silk 
Stalkings will find immedi¬ 
ate parallels. And then, of 
course, there’s always 
Basic Instinct. But as a 
director and producer, no 
one (with the possible 
exception of Woody Allen) 
has ever displayed his neu¬ 
roses as blatantly as Russ 
Meyer. Pussycat’s high 
camp, post-lobotomy affect 
should result in peals of 
laughter from the always 
hip audiences at the Castro. 
But beware, all those can¬ 
tilevered hooters might give 
some viewers vertigo. T

Monika Treut, Lily Tomlin, 
Truman Capote, Alan Bates, 
Harvey Fierstein, Raymond 
Burr, just to name a few? If it’s 
gay film, it’s here. 

Murray, 39, became interest¬ 
ed in movies when, at age 17, he 
worked as a projectionist at 
Philadelphia’s Theatre of Living 
Arts, which was, at that time - 
the late ’70s - the city’s premier 
repertory cinema. In the ’80s, he 
became the programmer and co¬ 
owner of TLA and transformed 
the theatre into a chain of suc¬ 
cessful alternative video stores 
specializing in foreign, cult and 
gay/lesbian movies. He pro¬ 
grammed Philadelphia’s gay 
and lesbian film festival until 


the mid-’80s, when lack of a 
venue lead to its demise. 

Murray wrote most of the 
reviews in Images in the Dark 
but relied on writer David 
Bleiler to cover Hollywood’s 
Golden Era, and several les¬ 
bians, including Frameline’s 
Jenni Olson, for some of the 
women’s titles. Murray talked 
with me recently on the phone 
from Boston where he’s busy 
promoting his book. 

Paul Bollwinkel: In the intro¬ 
duction you admit that because 
you were primarily looking at 
films for their gay and lesbian 
content things like technical 
sophistication and story coher¬ 
ence weren’t so important. Is 
that different from how you 
would normally look at a film? 


Raymond Murray: Oh yeah! 
And that might change as gay 
film changes. I just saw a film 
called To Die For , the closing 
night film at the Montreal Film 
Festival. The director claimed 
he was trying to make an enter¬ 
tainment film but he tried to 
tackle everything - homopho¬ 
bia, coming out, AIDS, death, 
recovery - and failed miserably. 

Are gay audiences more crit¬ 
ical? 

I think so. They come in with 
their own expectations. Over the 
years I’ve seen they either want 
films to be PC or uplifting. 
That’s why I like a lot of the 
New Queer Cinema that says, 
“I’m not going to represent you. 
I’m going to do exactly what I 
want.” And if the characters, like 
in Gregg Araki or Gus Van 
Sant’s films, are negative or 
fucked up, then “fuck you.” I 
think that can only make the gay 
and lesbian audience more 
sophisticated. 

How has AIDS changed gay 
films? 

Think back to Taxi Zum Klo 
in 1980 where a man’s sexual 
freedom defined his gayness - 
he didn’t want to be tied down 
to anything. I think a film like 
that, were it to be made today, 
would be criticized as selfish. 
Gay men are a lot more respon¬ 
sible. 

What about Sex Is...? 

I had a problem with it. They 
were all interesting people, but I 
had a really hard time with all 
the sex, sex, sex. What about 
love, commitment and commu¬ 
nication? 


Did you have problems get¬ 
ting movie studios and filmmak¬ 
ers to cooperate? 

I thought I was being very 
professional, sending out letters 
asking specifically for the infor¬ 
mation I needed. But by and 
large almost all of them were 
ignored. A few video companies 
were helpful. Warner Brothers 
was great. They went into their 
files and found great stills for 
us. Other companies weren’t so 
helpful. One of the problems 
was the cover photo, which is a 
still from The Crying Game. 
Miramax told us we’d have no 
trouble getting approval, but 
then Disney bought them out 
and they had a problem with us 
using it. 

So how did you get it? 

We had a friend in the publi¬ 
cist’s office in New York. 
Disney would probably give 
standard approval for any other 
kind of book. 

Some of your reviews made 
me want to run to the video store 
and rent films I’ve already seen, 
especially Miller’s Crossing. 

I’ve had arguments over that 
one. Everybody misses the gay 
content. People saw it, but they 
didn’t see it. They use such 
coded lingo. But if you put your 
gaydar on, you’re going to see 
it. There are three gay men 
involved in a love triangle. 

Editorially, how did you 
decide what to include? For 
instance, you discuss Marilyn 
Monroe and Bette Davis as gay 
icons and then include capsule 
reviews of all their films, most of 
which aren ’t gay at all. 

That hits on one of the more 
contentious discussion we had 
in preparing the book. David 
(Bleiler) was dealing with the 
icons and while he’s only two 
years older than me he comes 
from another world. He loves 
Hollywood films and has a real 
affinity for them. But I said that 
today it really means nothing to 
most younger people. I mean 
I’m 39 and it’s not there for me, 
so I can’t think that it’s there for 
people in their 20s. But David 


really stressed the importance of 
an older crowd who grew up 
identifying with certain stars, 
not only with their film roles but 
with their private lives and the 
struggles they went through. 

You include people like Colin 
Higgins, who was gay but never 
made anything gay. 

But I quote him as saying he 
wanted to do a gay love story 
when he wrote Harold and 
Maude, but that he knew it 
wouldn’t be accepted. When 
you know that, you can watch it 
and maybe see something dif¬ 
ferent. 

What will an updated edition 
of this book look like in 25 
years? 

It will include a lot more peo¬ 
ple who will be out of the clos¬ 
et. You know, we were conserv¬ 
ative this time. We contacted a 
lot of people who we had heard 
were gay and asked if they could 
be listed in the book and if they 
said no we didn’t include them - 
unless they had been in a gay 
film. I think over the years it 
won’t be such a big issue. 

What about Hollywood? 

I’m very negative on 
Hollywood. I think 25 years 
from now they’ll still be making 
crap. You know, gays as comic 
relief or as best friends. 

There’s a recent film called 
Son-In-Law with Pauly Shore 
that has a really great scene at 
the beginning where these two 
women - one is a lesbian - kiss 
very romantically in front of the 
parents, and I thought “this is 
great” and then bang, the lesbian 
disappears from the rest of the 
film! But I do think there will be 
an explosion of independent 
films. When I look back over all 
the film festival programs I’ve 
kept since 1979, I realize that 
there’s so much more out there 
now. ▼

Those last four songs are the 
ones that give Sky Cries Mary its “space- 
rock” reputation. When I told Roderick 
that the nearly 15-minute-long “4 a.m.” 
sounded very much like an improvised 
jam session, he confirmed that, indeed, it 
was! “Our producer, Ian Caple, said, ‘I 
know what you guys can do when you 
really go off. I’m just going to roll tape. 
You guys do whatever you want.’” 

Different energy 

It’s definitely a different sort of energy 
that propels Sky Cries Mary these days. 
Back in 1987, Roderick initially con¬ 
ceived the group as sort of an angry per¬ 
formance art industrial band. But after a 
few years, he grew tired of it. 

“There’s no way I could do what I was 
doing 35 shows in a row,” he states. “It 
was so negative and self-destructive. I 
was up there with chainsaws, cutting up 
mannequins and blowing up equipment.

It was very preten¬ 
tious for me to think 
that I was doing any¬ 
thing new. That’s 
when I thought I 
should try to work on 
music that was more 
nurturing and healing. 
Why perpetuate the 
anger?” 

And so began a new 
incarnation of the band, 
one that started with the 
1992 EP Exit at the Axis 
and was followed up last 
year by the full-length A 
Return to the Inner 
Experience. The band’s 
progression has been a 
positive one. 

“It’s intense!” exclaims Roderick. 
“We’ve all gone through a lot of negative 
things. But I don’t know any other band 
as supportive as this one. We’re all living 
in a big cool purple house now, and we’re 
just now realizing that by sticking togeth¬ 
er, we’re really helping each other out.” 

While nurturing and healing are cer¬ 
tainly two adjectives that can be applied 
to the band’s music, don’t get the impres¬ 
sion that this is some sort of hippy-dippy 
New Age thing. Sky Cries Mary is simply 
the best American psychedelic trance- 
rock band in existence. And perhaps 
somewhat of a group therapy session, 
only with keyboards, guitars, and ... 
antlers on the head. ▼

R oderick Romero likes to wear 
antlers on his head. For a time, 
every Sky Cries Mary perfor¬ 
mance began with him and Anisa 
Romero gracefully stepping out onto 
stage in elaborate headpieces, including 
antlers for Roderick. But on the Seattle 
band’s current tour, the two singers are 
trying something different. “I’m retiring 
the antlers to the Sky Cries Mary muse¬ 
um,” laughs Roderick. “It’s big red horns 
this time!” 

The singer’s use of such costuming 
gives the band’s live performances an air 
of jocularity often missing from their stu¬ 
dio recordings. With albums rich in com¬ 
plex textures, symbolic imagery, and 
trance-like grooves, the band’s subtle 
sense of surreal humor is not readily 
apparent. 

“I think that that is a really fun part of 
the band,” claims Roderick. “The dress¬ 
ing up, the drag part of it. I’ve always 
concentrated a lot on these wild, bizarre 
costumes. I think the antlers and the red 
boa were really a return to when I used to 
wear dresses every day. I have a lot of 
respect for drag culture. That’s where I 
used to feel the most comfortable, 
because there were other people who felt 
just as estranged by society as I did.” 

When I spoke with Roderick, it was a 
mere three days before their current tour, 
and he didn’t yet know what their stage 
attire was going to be. “Each time we get 
away from touring, we concentrate so 
much on the music that we forget about 
that other side. And then it’s like, ‘Oh my 
god, what are we going to wear?”’ 


Just bizarre 

Concentrating on the music, 
though, definitely has its benefits, as 
Sky Cries Mary’s latest album, This 
Timeless Turning, demonstrates. 

With its inventive arrangements and 
solid musicianship, it’s hard to 
believe the record was written in 
only two weeks. 

“It was just bizarre,” says 
Roderick. “Every practice we just 
jammed, and every practice we 
wrote a new song. It was like, 
‘Where are these things coming 
from?’ There wasn’t any premedi¬ 
tative thought involved.” 

That lack of premeditation 
gives the record an exuberant, sponta¬ 
neous feel. Roderick and Anisa sound 
like the John Doe and Exene Cervenka of 
psychedelic space rock. Keyboardist 
Gordon Raphael and guitarist Michael 
Cozzi create intricate, interwoven musi¬ 
cal textures. DJ Todd Robbins provides 
the low-end ambient noise, while drum¬ 
mer Bennett Ireland and new bassist 
Juano keep things together in a tight 
groove. 

Despite their free-form work ethic, a 
sort of three-part progression does occur 
over the course of the 13-track, 68-minute 
album. Roderick explains: “The first four 
songs are kind of soft and show off the 
nice textural groove side of Sky Cries 
Mary. And then we slam into ‘Stretched’ 
and ‘Scapegoat,’ which is kind of a nega¬ 
tive song, but it’s fun to almost rock out 
for a second! Then at ‘Deep Sunless Sea,’ 
we go into almost this climactic part, and 
then the last four songs are the ambient 
part of the album.”

The Sounds of Glamour

Lesley Gore 
It’s My Party 
Bear Family, 

(five compact 
discs), German 
import 

Promoted as 
America’s teenage 
princess. New Jersey 
native Lesley Gore 
gave young females 
a pop voice with her 
1963 smash single 
“It’s My Party.” 

Smart, cute and clean-cut, she was 
a pop star a parent could love. Her wholesome 
appeal, combined with sharp production values 
and a kittenish voice, spawned over ten Top 40 
hits during the ’60s. Yet, Lesley never got any 
respect. She eventually retired, frustrated, 
from the recording biz in the mid-’70s and 
focused on songwriting. Meanwhile, rumors 
about her sexuality run rampant. 

This five-CD set includes every track 
Lesley recorded for Mercury Records for 
which master tapes still exist. That’s nearly 
150 songs, beginning with 1963’s “Hello 
Young Lover” and culminating with 1969’s 
“Got To Get You Into My Life.” Lesley 
worked with producers such as Quincy 
Jones, who gave her records a distinct, bright 
sound that still shines. All of her hits are here, 
including the 1964 feminist anthem “You Don’t 
Own Me.” But the most interesting tracks are the 
rare and previously unreleased ones. Highlights 
include a few jazzy numbers Jones produced for 
her as a favor in 1964, three songs produced by 
Gamble and Huff, fathers of the Philadelphia Soul 
sound, and the entire unreleased 1967 Magic 


Colors album. My favorite is the rare 1964 “I Just 
Don’t Know If I Can,” a neat blend of Phil 
Spector’s wall of sound with the Beach Boys’ sea¬ 
side shimmer. The CDs come in an album-sized 
box with a large booklet containing many photos 
and a comprehensive discography. 

Johnny Mathis 

The Music of Johnny Mathis: A 
Personal Collection 

Columbia/Legacy, (four compact discs) 

Unlike Frank Sinatra and Tony Bennett, fellow 
crooners currently popular with the MTV twen¬ 
tysomething set, former San Franciscan Johnny 
Mathis understands nuance (perhaps Mathis’ homo¬ 
sexuality and race explain why cult status has elud¬ 
ed him). A major fan of female jazz stylists such as 
Sarah Vaughan, Mathis began his career emulating 
his heroines in small clubs before being whisked to 
New York and groomed for pop superstardom. In 
the ’50s, Mathis’ records became synonymous with 
romance. Hits like 1957’s “Wonderful! Wonderful!” 
and “Chances Are” combine lush orchestration with 
his girlish, gentle delivery. 

Chronologically arranged, the four CDs in this 
collection include nearly 
100 songs personally 
selected by Mathis as his 
favorites from the dozens 
(and dozens) of albums he’s 
recorded over the years. 
Besides a handful of unre¬ 
leased tracks, there’s noth¬ 
ing particularly rare here. 
My favorite tune is the love¬ 
ly “When Sunny Gets Blue” 
from 1956, when Mathis still 
aspired to jazz credibility. As 
you progress through the ’50s 
and ’60s (“ Stairway To The Stars,” “Smile”) to the 
’70s and ’80s (“Feelings,” “With You I’m Born 
Again”), the production becomes more and more 
schlocky and less appealing. Throughout, however, 
Mathis’ voice oozes a sensuality that wraps itself 
around you. The large color booklet includes many 
photographs and personal commentary from 
Mathis.

In this video, 
there’s some pre- and post-latex 
fucking. We didn’t think it really 
included Joey’s best. 

Finally, our tribute ended 
with the aptly titled The Legend 
of Joey Stefano (Vivid). This 
one begins with a dude slumped 
on a couch saying “Joey” over 
and over again in his sleep. Then 
this other dude sits down next to 
him and asks what’s up. “It’s 
just that Joey’s one of the few 
superstars in the business I 
haven’t worked with yet,” says 
dude number one. After they 
agree that Joey’s a nice guy, fun 
to go out with and so damn cute, 
there’s plenty of hot safe sex. 


After a long solo jerk-off 
scene by Joey, there’s an espe¬

Incredulous Naked Aerobics

, t’s the kind of idea you 

1 might have while sitting 
around with friends, smok¬ 
ing dope and goofing off: 
“Hey man, how about a naked 
aerobics tape!” Everyone would 
laugh before moving on to the 
next idea - something like 
Hamlet starring Suzanne 
Somers. But the naked aerobics 
tape is not only real, it’s the 
third in a series of naked work¬ 
outs produced by Green¬ 
wood/Cooper Home Video for 
their DaVinci Body Series. 

Wisely, the video begins with 
a series of disclaimers. The view¬ 
er learns that the five models are 
all over 18 and that none of the 
exercises should be attempted if 
you have any physical limita¬ 
tions. The potential problems 
that could result from unsupport¬ 
ed low-hangers is never men¬ 
tioned, but it was on my mind a 
lot. The announcer explains that 
all the models are nude so the 
viewer can appreciate “the beau¬ 
ty of the male physique in 
motion” (read: floppy dicks). Let 
the bouncing begin. 

Five vaguely twentysome¬ 
thing guys are arranged in trian¬ 
gular formation on a mat for this 
low-impact aerobics workout. 
Low-impact aerobics, by the 
way, means that one foot always 
remains on the floor - there are 
no high kicks or jumping. And 
strictly speaking, an aerobic 
workout is any sustained physi¬ 
cal activity that elevates the 
heart rate and is performed for 
at least 20 minutes without stop¬ 
ping. The choreography and the 
45-minute duration of this video 
at least let it squeak under the

wire as a bona fide low-impact 
workout, if only on a technicali¬ 
ty. Beyond that, it plays like a 
rather cheesy attempt to pander 
to a certain trench-coat-and-no- 
pants mentality. 

The original background 
music is by Piete Miller, and it’s 
the kind of wallpaper noise that 
usually accompanies porn 
videos. There is no live sound 
on the video whatsoever. The 
audio track consists of over¬ 
dubbed music and a 
narrator/instructor whose count¬ 
ing from one to eight only occa¬ 
sionally matches the movements 
of the models. Several times 
during the video this disembod¬ 
ied male voice offers a sotto 
voce “Ooooh, yeah,” which 
speaks volumes about the 
approach of producer/director 
Kevin M. Glover. 

The floor exercises result in a 
plethora of salacious camera 
angles, but nothing could be less 
erotic than five average-looking 
guys performing a vainglorious 
faux workout. There is no infor¬ 
mation provided on the tape 
about which muscles are being 


isolated by a given exercise, nor 
are there the customary aerobic 
tips regarding form and body 
position for maximum effective¬ 
ness. The live action seems to 
have been orchestrated by the 
lead model because it’s possible 
to read his lips and compare (but 
not match) his instructions with 
those of the narrator. 

DaVinci’s aerobic workout 
tape is a basic stretch and tone 
class, dressed down for queer 
consumption. The exercises 
consist of simple movements 
and isometric flexing, generally 
performed with the legs spread. 
Most viewers will probably feel 
that it fails both as pom and as a 
good workout. The most reveal¬ 
ing information comes with the 
credits, which list two art direc¬ 
tors, a make-up and hair design¬ 
er and a still photographer, but 
no choreographer or exercise 
physiologist. If this DaVinci 
ever updates the Mona Lisa, that 
enigmatic smile will probably 
be replaced by moist, parted 
lips, a gash shot, and something 
about the Zen of bikini waxes. 
Go figure. T 
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To Your Health 

Fighting the Flu Bug

III don’t know if you’ve 
noticed, but a flu epidemic 
flfl is in progress. For the past 
month or more, I’ve 
noticed more and more people 
complaining of body aches, 
sinus problems and gastroin¬ 
testinal distress. The symptoms 
can be tricky. Sometimes it’s 
hard to tell if that headache 
comes from the sun (when there 
is any around here), allergies, or 
the flu. Similarly, the other 
symptoms may not be easily 
interpreted as the beginning of a 
flu, partly because they appear 
one at a time and not together, 
and partly because we love 
being in denial about getting 
sick. 

How to tell 
a cold from a flu 

It’s helpful to know what 
you’re dealing with. Here are 
some important distinctions 
between colds and flus that 
should clue you in. 

Fever: Common with the 
flu, rare if it’s a cold 

Headache: Definitely a 
prominent feature of the flu, 
not a cold 

Fatigue: Can last two to 
three weeks with a flu; a cold 
can leave you somewhat 
mildly fatigued. 

Runny Nose: A flu can 
cause this occasionally, but is 
more symptomatic of a cold. 

Sore Throat: On occasion 
it will accompany a flu; it is a 
common symptom of a cold. 

Cough: Common with flu 
and can become severe; a cold 
brings a mild to moderate 
hacking cough. 

The problem with the flu, 
otherwise known as the influen¬ 
za virus, is that while there are 
only three main types (A, B, and 
C) it can mutate into even more 
varied forms. Therefore, even 
though we may be immune to 
the flu we had last year, by the 
time it comes around again it 
has mutated into something we 
are probably not immune to. 

Outsmarting the flu bug 

Though it sometimes seems 
there is nothing we can do to 
prevent getting the flu, there are 
preventive measures we can 
take. 

For instance, getting a flu 
shot is one option, though 
immunity from one flu bug 
doesn’t mean immunity from 
all. Nevertheless, it’s comfort¬ 
ing to know we’ve eliminated at 
least one offender. Senior citi¬ 
zens and people with lowered 
immunity, chronic diseases, and 
respiratory disorders have 
undoubtedly benefited from flu 
shots. 

While it’s true that the more 
people we meet the more likely 
we are to catch the flu, it is pos¬ 
sible to take precautions. One 
safeguard is to make sure not to 
share drinking glasses; likewise 
it is always wise to frequently 
wash our hands. I periodically 
clean my phones and spray the 
air with Lysol during the high 
flu season. 

Getting plenty of rest and 
liquids are also helpful. 
Furthermore, avoiding cold, wet 
weather, like we’ve experienced 
recently in San Francisco, is 
also helpful. When it’s cold and

wet outside, try to stay warm 
and dry. 

Getting relief 

For those of you - like 
myself - who tried doing all the 
right things but caught the flu 
anyway, the next step is how to 
treat it once you’ve caught it. 

Nausea: One of the best 
remedies I’ve found for that 
icky, queasy, stay-up-at-night 
feeling is a Chinese formula 
called Pill Curing. Each vial, 
which equals one serving, con¬ 
tains a bunch of tiny pellet¬ 
shaped, bitter-tasting pills that, 
thankfully, go down easily. 

Each vial comes in its own 
individual, easy-to-carry box. 

Another great remedy 
against nausea, so I am told, is 
peppermint tea. Personally, the 
mint makes me even more nau¬ 
seous, but I believe I am an 
exception to the rule. Coke 
syrup is another tried and true 
recipe. Ginger helps too. You 
can take it in capsule form, 
make tea out of fresh ginger 
root, drink ginger ale, or buy 
ginger tea bags. 

An important thing to 
remember when fighting the flu 
is to keep your food simple, 
unless you want to lose it. 
Things like clear liquids, tea, 
juices (not cold), and clear 
soup, like chicken broth, are 
great. 

Sinus pain: The sinus 
headaches that accompany this 
flu bug are almost unreal - it’s 
difficult to shake once you’ve 
got it. However, the following 
suggestions should help. 
Massage your face, especially 
along the eyebrow bone, the 
cheekbones, and along the hair¬ 
line. Go to the sauna and steam 
your face, or do it at home over 
a pot of boiling water contain¬ 
ing eucalyptus oil, olbas oil or 
distilled vinegar. Make sure 
you keep the steam directed at 
your face by draping a towel 
over your head and the pot. If 
you are really brave, try snort¬ 
ing salt water, one nostril at a 
time. I’ve not yet been able to 
bring myself to do this one. 
However, you can buy a nasal 
spray at Walgreens called 
“Ocean,” which is, in effect, 
salt water and inhale that 
instead. Your acupuncturist and 
masseuse can both help relieve 
some of the sinus headache 
symptoms too. 


Good luck and don’t let the 
flu bugs bite.

group show. “In New York,” 
explains the artist, “everybody’s 
always looking for something 
new, so when somebody comes 
along, and does a 60-foot mural 
and they’re a young, fucked-up 
lesbian, then it makes a lot of 
news.” 

No categories, please 

Having recently exhibited in 
Vienna, Munich and Scotland, 
Eisenman was part of the high¬ 
ly-publicized Bad Girls show, 
whose restrictive label she’s still 
trying to shake. For the London 
version, Eisenman was 
reviewed as some kind of man- 
hating dyke revolutionary, a role 
she refuses. As an artist, the out 
lesbian resents any label that 
“cubbyholes the work.” It got to 
the point where, she says, “I got 
so sick about it, I was saying I 
was a widow. I couldn’t even 
say the word lesbian any more.” 
She wishes people would 
remember that “I’ve been a 
white, Jewish female, born in 
the middle class to a psychia¬ 
trist, longer than I’ve been a les¬ 
bian.” 

The London problem issued 
from a mural featuring “Paloma 
[Picasso] stabbing a Minotaur 
with her henchwomen, these big 
Amazons,” Eisenman explains. 
“Then the blood that came out 
was perfume and they were 
catching it in bottles and that’s 
her new perfume - called 
Minotaur - that she put on the 
market this year. In London they 
wrote about me as an angry 
feminist getting back at Picasso, 
that ‘misogynist artist,’ in a real¬ 
ly limited way of looking at the 
work. That was a crying shame, 
because the issue I was thinking 
about got totally lost in the pol¬ 
itics. Lesbianism being the hot 
thing.” 

Eisenman takes a surprising¬ 


ly sincere view of Paloma’s 
choice to trade on her father’s 
reputation. Never questioning 
the designer’s profit motive, 
Eisenman sees only a reflection 
of her own psychological 
process. “I think I have some¬ 
thing in common with her,” she 
says, “having a father to contend 
with, a large personality - how 
she’s taken her father’s work 
and made it into her own work. 
I just think a lot about this.” 

The influence of Eisenman’s 
father on her work can only be 
guessed at, both in her taboo¬ 
twisting free associations and in 
her resistance to socio-political 
analysis. “Some of the most 
interesting feedback I get on my 
work is from my father, who’s a 
psychoanalyst and who also 
really understands me really 
well,” she says. “And I really 
love to hear what he has to say, 
because it seems pertinent. And 
then when you take it out into 
the world, into the galleries, it 
becomes this political thing. 
And always about topical, polit¬ 
ical issues that come and go. 
What issues are hot today won’t 
be hot tomorrow, so it doesn’t 
even enter into my brain when 
the work is made. And I’ve done 
years in therapy. And that really 
helps train you how to think that 
way, like how to think about 
yourself in a certain way.” 

The world is 
a pain factory 

Eager to counter the man- 
hater image, Eisenman insists 
that in her universe everybody 
suffers, not just men. “It’s just 
bodies abusing each other. I 
don’t really consciously think, 
‘Am I going to draw women 
castrating men today? Or men 
dragging women by the hair 
today?’ Everybody abuses 
everybody, everybody’s a vic¬ 
tim. I have a painting of this bee 
stinging a flower: something 
that seems so ordinary can 
become very vicious and vio¬ 


lent.” 

She points to a slide of her 
painting called “Little Lotta and 
Dot,” which shows a beefy 
woman with a mindless cartoon 
face forcefully caressing anoth¬ 
er woman, who tries to pull 
away, her face full of woe. 
Eisenman’s reading is simple: 
“Here’s a woman who’s raping 
another woman, or seducing, 
like coming on to another 
woman. This is reality. Dykes 
can be just as fascistic as the 
worst men, especially very, very 
political dykes. Any extreme is 
what I’m going to pick on.” 

Why does Eisenman choose 
to portray the grotesque and the 
gruesome? “I think I get off on 
it,” she says. “I think I’m in my 
studio and I’m thinking, ‘What 
is the worst possible thing I can 
paint?’ I had a painting that was 
very popular in my last show: a 
woman, she was hanging from a 
tree, like, being hung, and also 
giving birth at the same time.” 

Claiming the artist’s preroga¬ 
tive to draw or paint whatever 
she feels like, when, how and as 
big as she likes, she gets “ner¬ 
vous about surviving” the bad 
girl wave on which “a lot of 
artists rode into the art scene.” 
Subsequently, she’s seen “a lot 
of girls got shows and did really 
shitty work, so I didn’t want to 
be thrown out with the trash.” 
Reassured and excited by her 
upcoming inclusion in the pres¬ 
tigious Whitney Biennial, 
Eisenman confesses, “I’m 
defensive about it still, but I’ll 
get over it.” T

colored stones floating in 
designer stems ($42 per glass). 

You name it, 
they’ve got It 

City Green (500 Hayes St.) 
brightens the comer of Hayes and 
Octavia. It’s unusual to find a 
place where real flowers are sold 
side-by-side with art objects, but 
that’s just what makes it so 
delightful. As you can imagine, 
it’s the best-smelling store on the 
block. Co-owner Jane Pavone 
said they set up shop three years 
ago and that bringing down the 
freeway “was one of the bless¬ 
ings that came out of the earth¬ 
quake.” Here one finds charming 
wind chimes made of cats and 
bells ($13); hand-painted metal 
reindeer candleholders ($10); and 
The Golden Age of Travel kit 
containing 40 self-adhesive fac¬ 
similes of antique travel labels 
($19.95). 

They also promote artwork 
by two groups of disabled artists 
- Helpers of the Mentally 
Retarded and Creativity 
Explored, an art studio for dis¬ 
abled adults. We were drawn to 
the whimsical pottery made by 
Cam Quach which depicts beau¬ 
tifully colored fish in fantastic 
shapes swimming around a 
bowl ($60). Artist Kathleen 
Flannigan makes spectacularly 
colored trivets ($21) and other 
ceramic pieces ($45-$85). 

Before continuing on Hayes 
Street we had to make a slight 
detour on Octavia to visit the 


newest neighbors on the block, 
MRC Silk Flowers, Foliage, 
Antiques and Gifts (541 
Octavia St.). Former Empress 
Marlena and Michel have only 
been open for two weeks, but 
their shop lends charm and 
beauty to the neighborhood. 
Here one finds high quality, 
hand-wrapped silk flowers of 
every color and description to 
adorn the home, or gifts starting 
at $25. (You realize what this 
means: we no longer have to get 
up at an ungodly hour to rush 
down to the Flower Market and 
pretend to be interior designers.) 

In addition to working with 
interior designers, MRC 
Enterprises also sells to the pub¬ 
lic, who will enjoy finding such 
unusual items as life-like synthet¬ 
ic silk vegetables (Endive, $8.60, 
Onion $4.40); resin rubber repli¬ 
cas (Carrot, $3.00, Lemon 
$4.70); and boysenberry or rasp¬ 
berry stems that can be twisted to 
make napkin rings ($3.50). 

We had to return to Hayes 
Street to see one of the most dis¬ 
tinctive shops in the area, 
Victorian Interiors (575 Hayes 
St.). Entering this store is like 
stepping into an old-fashioned 
Christmas; it has the look and 
feel of the early 1900s. Although 
the major business of co-owners 
Gary Yuschalk and Larkin Mayo 
is to transform and restore 
Victorian interiors, they offer 
specialty items to the public 
especially for the holiday season. 

Here one can buy enchanting 
reproductions of a bygone era, 
including gift wrap ($3.95); 
three-dimensional die-cut greet¬ 
ing cards ($6) and paper orna¬ 


ments ($2.25); turn of the centu¬ 
ry teddy bears in all shapes and 
sizes ($3.50-$ 12); large Advent 
calendars ($12.50); Victorian 
coasters ($5 for a set); and small 
carved and scented wooden 
apples or acorns ($1.50). They 
also feature musical water 
globes that, when turned upside 
down, send falling snow onto 
scenes from the past ($26). 

Headed back on Hayes St. we 
couldn’t help peeking in the win¬ 
dow of the Hila Lampshade 
Company (501 Hayes St.), 
where John McKenzie sat craft¬ 
ing one of his specialty lamp¬ 
shades, looking just like one of 
Santa’s helpers on Christmas 
Eve. Made out of bronze screen¬ 
ing that has the appearance of 
crinoline fabric, his designs are 
ready-made, or can be specially 
crafted at the request of the buyer. 
He prefers to use what he 
describes as “organic” shapes, 
inspired by natural items such as 
flowers or shells. People are 
encouraged to bring in their own 
base, or consult with him about a 
design. Prices range anywhere 
from $50 to $70. 

When it’s time for refresh¬ 
ment, there are any number of 
specialty eating places and bars 
throughout Hayes Valley - 
Powell’s Chicken, Mad 
Magda’s Russian Tea Room, 
Ivy’s Cafe, Vinces, Suppen- 
kuche and more. Many are gay- 
owned. We chose Marlena’s on 
Hayes Street, where everyone 
who’s anyone seems to go. 
Filled with locals and visitors 
alike, everyone feels welcome at 
Marlena’s. Happy shopping in 
Hayes Valley! T
